Strike to Begin Tuesday. 

London, May 1 (By A. P.).— 
Complete paralysis of industry in 
Great Britain is a prospect of the 
coming week unless before Tuesday | 
some agreement is reached for | 
settling the coal strike which began | 
today. .One million miners are af- 
fected by the strike; they will be 
backed up, if the strike continues, 
by some 6,000,000 workers belong- 
ing to 203 trades unions. ; 

The representatives of these 
unions decided today to put all their 
strength to the task of helping the 
miners, for the issue is character- 
ized by labor as no longer one be- 
tween the owners and the miners, 
but as affecting all labor. 

A proclamation by the king 
which gives the government almost 
unlimited powers and establishes a 
‘‘state of emergency,’’ which, while 
not so far-reaching as the proclama- 
tion of martial law, permits the au- 
thorities to use all the resources of 
the state to guard the nation’s vital 
interests. 


Troops in Readiness. 
Already, as a precautionary 
measure, dispositions of troops 
have been made in the coal mining 
‘areas of south Wales, Lancashire 


and Scotland. The organization for 
the maintenance of supplies is pre- 
pared to join with the government 
in hundreds of centers throughout 
the country in maintaining essen- 
tial services, while there are indi- 
cations that the government itself 
is making ready to take over the 
control of coal, both in the mines 
and aboard ships. 

A conference of the Trades Un- 
ion congress in the afternoon went 
thoroughly into the question at is- 
sue, and late tonight a communique 
was issued from the prime minis- 
ter’s office announcing that the

EARTHQUAKES. HELD 
TO BE INDICATIVE 
OF EARTH'S HEALTH 


EE 


Chief of Geodesy Division Ex- 
plains His Theory of Pres- 
sure on Planet. 

TOTAL OF 8, 000 SHOCKS 
ESTIMATED FOR YEAR 


Dr. Bowie Says It Would Be 
Disastrous if Crust Was 
More Solid. 


Earthquakes are fortunate occfr- 
rences, and are only an indication 
of a healthy earth, Dr. William 
Bowie, chief of the division of 
geodesy of the United States coast 
and geodetic survey, stated at the 
first meeting of the eastern sec- 
tion of the Seismological Society of 
America, which was organized yes- 
terday in the Carnegie Institution 
of Washington. 

There are an average of 8,000 
earthquakes a year, Dr. Bowie said. 
Some of these are known only by 
the recording of the seigmograph. 
He added that it is well that there 
are a great number of earthquakes. 
for else a greater concentration of 
the earth strains won'i result, and 
instead of wideiy distributed shocks 
and earth would be subject to great 
concussions resulting in disaster. 

The earth crust is very weak, he 
said, allowing comparatively light 
strains to cause earthquakes. That, 
he said, is fortunate beéause the 
light strains cause only light earth- 
quakes, and these things all point 
to: an unusually healthy condition 
of this planet, all the more favor- 
able to its creatures. 


Nothing to Fear, Scientist Says. 


Further, Dr. Bowie said, earth- 
are purely local, since they are the 
result of a local adjustment. 
“There is nothing about them to 
grow frightened over,” hé avowed. 
He added that ‘it is better to dis- 
ecard the mysterious conjectures 
which encourage conclusions based 
upon fear and consider the earth 
as a practical structure put to- 
gether much like all other sourid 
structures.’ 

According to what appears to be 
the soundest theory yet advanced, 
Dr. Bowie said, earthquakes are 
caused by three related kinds of 
phenomena, erosion, sedimentary 
deposits and the reaction caused by 
sedimentary deposits. 

This brings forward, he said, the 
new theory of mountain building, 
which is apparently gaining wide 
acceptance. Since it all involves 
erosion and sedimentary uaeposits, 
one conclusion is that earthquakes 
would cease with the discontinuance 
of rain, just as the buflding of 
mountains and the whole change 
which is going on in the earth’s 
crust would then cease. 

Erosion, Dr. Bowie explains, 
gradually lifts off the upper strata 
of the mountains, and in doing. 80 
lifts off a pressure equal to the 
weight of the removed material 
from the rocks which were support- 
ing it beneath. The natural result, 
according to the theory, is an up- 
ward pressure at the points of 
erosion, and this pressure buoys up 


the supporting rocks, and by bring- 


ing them nearer the earth’s surface, 
cools them. He said that means 
that the mountain tops, at the points 
of erosion, are actually rising at 
such places. After a certain period 
of time this cooling material sinks 
and forms valleys. 


Explanation of Pressure. 


He said the sedimentary deposits, 
on the other hand, exert a pressure 
on the point of the earth over which 
they accumulate, gradually driving

heat of these rocks increases 50 de- 
grees centigrade at a depth of a 
mile. | 

As the rocks grow hotter, he. 
said, they expand, so that the natu- | 
ral tendency of the surface of the | 
earth over which sediment is accu- | 
mulating is a rising upward, This | 
condition, however, is not like that | 
at a point of erosion, because it is | 
due to heat rather than pressure. | 
The heat, he said, while it lessens | 
the density of the expanding ma- 
terial, is soley responsible, accord- 
ing to the theory, for the forma- 
tion of mountains, and it forms 
them from other eroding moun- 
tains ‘through these pressure and 
heat agencies. 

He explained that all mountains 
have been formed on the margins 
of oceans and inland seas, and that 
scientists believe all the mountain 
ranges have been “up and down”’ 
several times. 


Age of Earth Estimated. 


The theory prasupposes that the | 
earth is several billion years old. 
The age of sedimentary deposits, 
Dr. Bowie says, is estimated at 
1,500,000,000 years, and this is re- 


garded as only one stage in the 
earth’s development. Dr. Bowie, 
said that, according to estimates, 
the oceans have passed into clouds, 
rain, flowing rivers, and back into 
the ocean beds 250,000 times over. 
By that calculation there have been 
500,000 miles. of rain during the 
sedimentary deposit era, and this 
rain has eroded about 30 miles of 
matérial on the earth’s surface. 

Barthquakes are caused, accord- 
ing to the theory presented by Dr. | 
Bowie, ty the breaking of rocks | 
under these various conditions of | 
pressure, and the slipping of rocks, 
after they are broken. FEarth- 
quakes, he added, are the indirect 
result of the heat of the sun evapo- 
rating water, causing rain, eroding 
the rocks, and the general shifting 
of points of pressure which follows. 

Dr. Bowie believes the earth has 
been a solid ever since the begin- 
ning of the era of sedimentary de- 
posits. However, that does not! 
mean that it is brittle. The the- 
ory is that beneath sixty miles it 
is quite comparable to ceiling wax 
in a warm state, and that the rocks 
at that depth will no longer break. 
This theory supports the belief that 
the earth’s crust moves up and 
down, since a great flexibility at 
lowér depths is assumed in the 
statement that increased weight ap- 
parently drives the rocks down- 
ward. 


Declares Earth Not Shrinking. 


However, according to the the- 
ory, the earth is not shrinking, and 
the formation of mountains and oc- 


currence of earthquakes are not 
the result of the uniform cooling 
of the earth’s crust as the crust of 
a cooling pie gradually settles. 

Other papers were presented dur- 
ing the afternoon by Dr. J. T. Par- 
dee, of the United States geologi- 
cal survey; Dr. Frank Neumann, of 
the United States coast and geo- 
detic survey; Dr. Arthur Keith, of 
the geological survey, and Dr. Hol- 
lis Godfrey, of the Engineering- 
Economics Foundation of Boston. 
In the formation of the section 
Dr. James B. Macelwane, S. J., of 
St. Louls university, was elected the 
first chairman, Dr. Ernest A. 
Hodgson, seismologist of the Do- 
minion observatory of Canada, vice 
chairmah, and Commander Nich- 
olas H. Heck, of the United States 
coast and geodetic survey, sec- 
retary-treasurer, Dr. Bailey 
Willis, president of the national so- 
ciéty, which is located in San Fran- 
cisco, presented 4 paper in the 
morning on the work of the so- 
ciety.

CALLS REFORMER MENACE 


Rebellion against constitutional 
restraint exists among the lawmak- 
ers of the nation as well as among 
the ignorant and uninformed, Jus- 
tice Floyd E. Thompson, of the IIli- 
nois supreme court, declared last 
night in an address at the banquet 
in the Mayflower hotel, concluding 


the four-day session of the Ameri- 
|can Law institute. 


There are legislators, Justice 
Thompson said, who assert that 
the courts must assume the respon- 
sibility of interpreting the Consti- 
tution, “nd in The same breath ad- 
vocate an amendment to the Con- 
stitution which will deprive the 
courts of this essential prerogative. 
These men who seek to strip the 
courts of the power to preserve the 
constitutional rights of the Ameri- 
can citizens, he said, profess to be 


‘supporters of the American form of 


government, but the doctrines ad- 
vanced by them mean destruction 
of government under a written con- 
stitution. 

Justice Thompson cited the re- 
.fusal of Illinois and of Congress to 
reapportion legislative and congres- 
sional membership is on the. basis 
'of the 1920 census, as required by 
the State and national constitutions. 

‘With public officers sworn to 
uphold the organic law defiantly 
refusing to obey its mandate, how 
can we wonder at the defiance of 
the mob?’’ he said. “If public of- 


| ficers and private citizens can with 
| impunity 
| of the Constitution with which they 


nullify those provisions 
/are not in accord, then written con- 
stitutions become mere scraps of 
paper.”’ 

In a denunciation of reformers, 
Justice Thompson said: ‘‘The men- 
ance to the continuation of our gov- 
ernment under a written constitu- 
tion is not the radical, communtst 
or anarchist. It is rather the more 


_plausible reformer who seeks to un- 


dermine our governmental 
tures by tearing * down 
proven safeguards.’”’ 

He pointed to the open warfare 
in this country between the law-de- 
fying bands—those who scoff at 
prohibition established by the na- 
tional Constitution and those who 
rebel against limitations fixed by 
the bill of rights. 

“The bootleggers,’’ he said, ‘“‘are 
enthusiastic for the provisions of 
the Constitution which guarantees 
trial by jury and which forbid un- 
reasonable search and seizure, but 
they are without respect for the 
eighteenth amendment.”’

Chicago, May 1 (By A. P.). 
The bodies of three machine gun 
victims of Chicago’s internecine 
gang and liquor-running warfare— 
the ninetieth, ninety-first and 
ninety-second within three years—- 
were laid to rest today. It was 
conceded that four days of police 
investigation had accomplished 
nothing, and officials and civic 
leaders squabbled as to the method 
of investigations. 

While the McSwiggin killing was 
still in the spotlight, another South- 
side associate of liquor gangsters, 
Martin Garrity, was ‘‘takeyp for a 
ride’’ and his body was found in an 
alley in the southern fringe of the 
city. 

The police said Garrity had paid 
gangland’s price for ‘knowing too 
much.’ He had been a hanger-onv 
at a’ saloon whose bartender was 
one of three men held’ while the ac- 
tual killers were sought. 


Inquest Is Postponed. 


The coroner's jury of six promi- 
nent business men met late today 
and after a discussion of two hours 
behind closed doors it was an- 
nounced that the beginning of the 
inquest had been postponed until 
Tuesday, the day after that set for 
the calling of a special jury with 
Robert E. Crowe, the State’s attor- 
ney, in charge of the presentation 
of evidence. 

Oscar Wolff, the coroner, an- 
nounced after the jury of inquest 
had disbanded that the first taking 
of testimony had been postponed 
because of the illness of John J. 
Healy, former State’s attorney, who 
had been requested to serve'as the 
coroner’s personal counsel during 
the inquiry. From other quarters, 
it was understood, however, that 
Healy had declined to serve because 
he felt that his participation might 
five the inquest a political tinge.

Japanese Sought Permission 
for Lieut. Clear to 
Show Ribbon. 


CONSTITUTION 


FORBIDS 


It has been decided by the War 
Department that it is not possible | 
for First Lieut. Warren J. Clear,|! 
Thirtieth infantry, stationed at the 
Presidio of San Francisco, ‘‘occa- 
sionally’’ to wear the Mutsuhito 
service ribbon. It appears that this 
is not a “‘decoration,’’ but is a rib- 
bon indicative of service with the 
Japanese army forces during the 
reign of the present Emperor Mut- 
suhito, and is worn by every officer 
and enlisted man in the Japanese 
military-naval establishments. 

The commanding general and 
Officers of the Second division of 
the Japanese army have requested 
that Lieut. Clear, who was the first 
American army officer to be at- 
tached to the Japanese army, be 
permitted to wear the ribbon in 
commemoration of such attachment 
and as a mark of friendly respect 
for their emperor; that permission 
to wear the ribbon will be of great 
value in maintaining social contact 
with representative Japanese, and 
that, if permission is granted, the 
ribbon will be worn only when at- 
tending military and social func- 
tions at which Japanese are present 
or when paying calls on Japanese 
officials. 

The Constitution provides that 
no person holding public office 
shall, 
gress, accept any present, emolu- 
ment, office or title of any kind 
whatever from any king, prince or 
foreign state. 

An act of 1881 provides, among 
other things, that no decoration or 
other thing, the acceptance of 
which is authorized by that law, 
and no decoration accepted by con- 
sent of Congress by any officer of 
the United States from any for- 
eign government, shall. be shown 
publicly or exposed upon the per- 
son of the officer, and that any 
such decoration shall be tendered 
through the Department of State 
and not to the individual in per- 
son, to whom delivery shall not be 
made unless authorized by Con- 
gress. An act of 1918, permitting 
the wearing of decorations con- 
ferred by allied governments dur- 
ing the world war, has no appli- 
cation in the case of Lieut. Clear, 
as it appears from the records of 
the War Department that he was 
not attached to the Japanese army 
until 1922. 


450 MACHINE RIFLES 
HAVE BEEN FINISHED 


New Arm Has Sling Swivel to 
Be Used in Marching 
Fire by Cavalry. 


Some 450 machine-rifles with bi- 
pods and stock rests, which have 
been under manufacture for some 
time at Springfield Armory, Mass., 
have been completec. They have a 
sling-swivel on the butt-stock un- 
derneath. Recent recommendations 
from the cavalry call for this swivel 
to be placed on the side of the gun, 
so that the sling can be used with 
the weapon in marching fire when 
the bipod is folded, and these rec- 
ommendations were approved.

“DUTY SERGEANTS” 
TO REMAIN AT HOME 


War Department Announces 
No More Will Be Sent on 
Foreign Service. 


Fourth grade sergeants, better 
known as ‘“‘duty sergeants,”’ will no 
longer be assigned to units in the 
continental United States, Panama, 
Alaska, Hawaii or the Philippine 
islands, and in the branches of in; 
fantry, field artillery, ordnance and 
engineers, War Department orders 
state. They will be kept in the 
United States to drill men in the 
citizen’ training camps. 

Units on duty in foreign garrisons 
will hereafter fill all vacancies in 
the grade of duty sergeants by local 
appointments and duty sergeants 
will be reduced to the grade of pri- 
vates on their return to the United 
States by reason of expiration of 
their term of foreign service. 

The change will not affect ser- 
geants of infantry, field artillery, 
ordnahce and engineers now serv- 
ing in foreign garrisons, who were 
transferred there in grade, should 
they be returned in grade upon ex- 
piration of their foreign service. 
these will be absorbed by organiza- 
tions in the United States. 

The ruling in no way affects ser- 
geants of the first three grades.

ae TO WEAR 
ROLL-COLLAR COATS 


Lejeune Orders Change in 
Uniform to Become Effec- 
tive July 1, 1927. 


Maj. Gen. John A, Lejeune, com- 
mandant of the marine corps, has 
signed orders directing adoption of 
roll-collar coats for the summer 
and winter service uniforms for 
both officers and enlisted men. The 
orders will not take effect, how- 
ever, until July 1, 1927, for’ the 


winter service, and on January 1, 
1928, for the summer service coats. 

In ‘the meantime, officers are au- 
thorized to procure and wear the 
new roll-collar service coats, or 
wear their present coats remodeled 
into the new pattern, or to con- 
tinue to wear their present stand- 
ing-collar coats; but after the re- 
spective dates stated standing-col- 
lar service coats no longer will be 
worn. 

Roll-collar coats will not be worn 
by enlisted men béfore July 1, 
1927, in the case of the winter 
service, and. before January 1, 
1928, in the case of the summer 
service, and after those dates the 
old-style coats in possession of 
troops will be worn only on police 
and other fatigue duty. All winter- 
service coats of enlisted men re- 
maining in stock, but not those in 
possession of troops, which, after 
inventory, it is estimated will not 
be required for issue prior to July 
1, 1927, will be invoiced and 
shipped to the marine quartermas- 
ter depot at Philadelphia, where 
they will be remodeled.

One| 
of the great efforts in that direction 
is represented by the Boy Scout 
movement. It was founded in the’ 
United States in 1910. In Septem- 
ber of that year the organization 
Was given a great impetus by the 
visit of the man whom we are de- 
lighted to honor this evening, Sir 
Baden-Powell. This distinguished 
British general is now known all 
over the world as the originator of 
this idea. That it has been intro- | 
duced into almost every civilized | 
country must be to him a constant | 
source of great gratification. The 
first annual meeting was held in the 
east room of the White House in 
February, 1911, when President 
Taft made an address, and each of 
his successors has been pleased to 
serve as the honorary president of 
the association. It has been digni- 
fied byga Federal charter granted 
by the Congress to the Boy Scouts 
of America in 1916, and thereby 
ranks in'the popular mind with the 
only two other organizations which 
have been similarly honored, the 
Red ‘Cross and the American Legion. 


Movement Is Praised. 


The Boy Scouts have been fortu- 
nate in enlisting the interest of 
prominent men of our country to 
serve a3 the active head of the or- 
ganization. For. the current year 
that position was held by no less a 
figure than the late James J. Stor- 
row. His untimely taking off was 
a sad experience to all of us who 
knew him. I Gherished him per- 
sonally as a friend. -I admired him 
for the broad public spirit that he 
always exhibited. . Amid all the va- 
ried and exacting activities as one 
of our foremost business men, he 
yet found time to devote his thought 
and energy and personal attention 
to the advancement of this move- 
ment. His memory will constantly 
bring to us all that sentiment which 
he uttered in the New Year mes- 
sage that he gave to the scouts, in 
expressing the hope that it might 
bring “‘A more vivid realization that 
it is the spirit and the spiritual sides, 
of life that count.”’ 

The more I have studied 


this 


organization, and principles, the 
more I have been impressed. Not 
only is it based on the fundamental 
rules of right thinking and acting 
but it seems to embrace in its code 
almost every virtue needed in the 
personal and social life of mankind. 
It is a wonderful instrument for 
good. It is an inspiration to you 
whose duty and privilege it is to 
widen its horizon and extend its in- 
fluence. If every boy in the United 
States between the ages of 12 and 
17 could be placed under the whole- 
some influences of the scout pro- 
gram and. should live up to the 
scout oath and rules, we would hear 
fewer pessimistic words as to the 
future of our nation.

Oats Also Are Lower; Rye Is 
Independently Weak, Fu- 
ture Prices Dropping. 


The grain market presented a 
father unsettled condition during 
the week ending May 1, according 


to the weekly grain market review 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. Weather conditions in 
both the winter and spring wheat 
areas, together with the deveiop- 
ment in the foreign demand situa- 
were important factors which 
contributed to the unsettled state 
of the wheat market. The market 
for feed grains weakened materially 
with receipts moderate and demand 
limited. 

Notwithstanding the smaller sup- 
Pivy of wheat still available com- 
pared with last vear, foreign de- 
mand continued inactive and both 
Liverpool and Buenos Aires markets 
declined 4 to 5 cents a bushel. While 
infoymation relative to crop con- 
ditions in the principal European 
Wheat producing countries is mea- 
ger, reports generally indicate that 
the crop is making good progress. 
Conditions in several countries are 
probably not so favorable as last 
Year, when they were unusually 
good at this time.

The American tourist trade, 
which is just starting with a rush, 
will probably be killed, officials say. 

A special meeting of the full la- 
bor party has been summoned for 
Monday in the house of commons to 
discuss how best to support the 
miners in their struggle. What 
support the continental workers 
would give to a general strike is not 
known, but the international body 
has voted its general support. 

The strike in no way affects Ire- 
land, either north or south. 


Governmental Crime Seen. 


J. Ramsay MacDonald, 
labor premier, 
speech, said: 

‘‘We have been charged by some 
of the newspapers with wanting 
war. It is my conscientious belief 
that I have never been associated 
with a body of men who have 
striven more patiently or with 
greater desire to make peace. The 


decision of the government late last 
night to break off negotiations was 
a crime against society.’’ 

Former Premier Lloyd-George, in 
a speech at Cambridge, said: 

“There is one thing I dislike 
about the situation. There is too 
great a similarity to the methods 
that led to the great war—desul- 
tory and dilatory diplomatic inter- 
changes, leisurely negotiations 
never touching the real issues, and 
then the parties hurling ultimatums 
at each other. I do not like the 
analogy; it is a very ominous one.” 

Under the. provisions of the 
emergency act, the board of trade 
has issued detailed instructions on 
methods of conserving fuel. These 
instructions ration the domestic 
consumption of coal to 100 weight 
weekly for households, reduce con- 
sumption by the industries and 
business MSuses to 50 per cent of 
normal, prohibit lights for display 
or advertisement, and urge all pos- 
sible economy in gas and electricity. 
Consumers will need to register 
with local authorities, as they did 
during the war. 


Union Will Feed People. 


Ernest Bevan, secretary of 
transport workers federation, an- 
nouncing that, despite a general 
stoppage, his union would arrange 
for feeding the community, said: 
“We have no quarrel with the peo- 
ple, war is being declared by the 
government, pushed on by sordid 
capitalists. Sometimes those who 
draw the sword. perish by’ the 
sword.”’ 

H. Thomas said: ‘‘Never in 
my experience has the country been 
faced by such a serious crisis, but 
even at this late hour it is impera- 
tive that all should strive for a set- 
tlement. That we will continue to 
do, and I hope with success.”’ 

A. J. Cook, secretary of the min- 
ers’ federation, said: ‘I hope, the 
government will not incite our men 
by sending soldiers or extra police 
into the mining areas. We shall 
not provoke a conflict, but maintain 
peace.”’

Parent-Teacher Body to Adopt 
Adverse Method in Deal- 
ing With Books. 


5 STATES REPRESENTED 


“White listing’’ instead of ‘‘black 
listing’? magazines and other pe- 


riodicals apt to fall into the hands 
of children was announced yester- 
day as a new policy of the Mid- 
Atlantic Council of Parent-Teacher 
Associations, meetings in the Ham- 
ilton hotel. 

This method of dealing with cur- 
rent publications was first suggested 
to the council by Mrs. Giles Scott 
Rafter, president of the District of 
Columbia Congress of  Parent- 
Teacher Associations, who is apply- 
ing the plan among Washington 
school children. In lieu of con- 
demning certain ‘‘objectionable 
printed matter,’’ which it is believ- 
ed sometimes arouses curiosity and 
a desire to read the forbidden mag- 
azines, the council will ‘‘white list’’ 
various good books. 

Besides a lengthy discussion on 
the subject of “indecent reading 
matter,’’ child labor, and the juve- 
nile court, mothers’ pension and 
elective school board bilHs, were 
brought to the attention of the 
organization. Observance of Dis- 
trict day on May .12 was urged. 

Business and reports from the 
five States comprising the council, 
and Canada, outlining progress in 
the campaign to stop the sale of 
“objectionable printed matter,”’ 
filled the remainder of the session. 
The District was represented by 
Mrs. Rafter and five elected dele- 
gates: Mrs. E. R. Kalmbach, Mrs. 
James W. Byler, Mrs. G. S. Fraser, 
Mrs. Louis Castell and Mrs. Joseph 
Saunders.

members of the court, of referring 
the papers first to an auditor and 
having him ‘‘state the account” and 
recommend the fee. 

It appeared in the morning ex- 
amination once or twice that the 
chief justice would let his emotion 
get out-of hand. In the afternoon 
he appeared much calmer. ut at 
the conclusion of his examination 
he asked to make a statement. As 
he did so his emotions got the better 
of him and he had difficulty in 
speaking. 

Tears came to the eyes of several 
men and women and handkerchiefs 
were brought freely into play. 
‘Nearly all of the other members of 
the court were present as well as a 
number of prominent members of 
the bar. His voice was broken: and 
many of his sentences went unfin- 
ished. 

Integrity Unquestioned. 


“There have been criticisms of 
‘Col. Fenning in these cases of lun- 
acy proceedings of soldiers,’’ he 
said. ‘‘I have in some way, I fear— 
by implication—been involved. 
There have been statements that I 
signed—whatever Col. Fenning put 
under my nose—these soldiers—its 
gone! out through the  news- 
papers re 

Here Mr. Blanton interrupted to 
say: 

“We have never guestioned your 
integrity, Mr. Chief Justice.’’ 

“T know—thank you,” the chief 
justice faltered, ‘“‘but you’ve gotten 
into a field in which I am inter- 
ested. It is not my purpose to 
arouse sympathy either for myself 
or any one else. 
this statement—if I can—for the 
committee and for public consump- 
tion. The inference that I have 
looked on these cases with indif- 
ference— 

“The last week of March, 1917, 
my eldest son, anticipating what 
was coming, enlistea.

I went to 
my son’s farm in North Carolina 
and worked. I also gave my after- 
noons and evenings to the perform- 
ance of clerical work and fo assist 
liberty loan drives. 

‘My second son never came back. 
He is still over there. When the 
training camp was about to break 
up—a notice was placed on the 
board asking for volunteers for 
early service in France. 

‘My son was at the top of that 
list, and he didn’t come back. My 
wife worked with the Red Cross— 
and then the war was over— 

“Have the people forgotten what 
these soldiers’’——— 

Mr. Blanton interrupted 
that they had not.

Millions Forget Soldiers. 


“But is there the same enthusi- 
asm?’’ the chief justice proceeded, 
“they’ve been forgotten by millions. 
What about my own family? Sol- 
diers. have come to me for jobs. 
They have complained of their 
treatment at the veterans’ bureatl, 
and I have gone there to help them. 
My eldest son worked for 
reau—and he has followed up case 
after case for them. We have gone 
out to Mount Alto——we have tried 
to go out there once a week. 

‘“‘My wife is a member of a won- 
an’s auxiliary unit that is named 
far my dead son. And you should 
know what that unit has done. For 
three months she hi been confined, 
broken down with nervous prostra- 
tion— 

‘‘Now it’s put into the papers that 
I. by inference—with all that back- 
ground—lI’m suspected of having— 
for what? -—of having stabbed the 
soldiers in .the back—-stabbed my 
wife in the back. 

“By God, it’s an injustice!”’ 

Crowd Applauds. 


The crowd of approximately 200 
persons appiauded as the chief jus- 
tice, shaking with emotion, sat 
down. Mr, Blanton, who had exer- 
cised marked courtesy toward the 
chief justice throughout the day, 
arose and said: 

“Mr. Chief Justice, you have my 
deepest sympathy in your loss and 
in your sacrifice, and it’s in the 
name of your dead son that we are 
acting—we are not criticizing you— 

‘‘We wouldn’t be doing justice to 
your dead son if we did not act as 
we are.”’ 

Mr. Gibson said: ‘‘As chairman 
of the committee, I say that no 
member has questioned your judi- 
cial integrity or your patriotism:”’ 

Under examination by Mr. Gil- 
bert, the chief justice explained 
why came to adopt the proce- 
dure of{ specifying the amount of 
fees before the auditor had passed 
upon the papers. 

The auditor, in the interest of 
conserving the estate,,. frequently 
dispensed with hearings and . their 
attendant costs, he said, and in 
these instances the papers would

Mr. Gilbert pressed the chief 
justice as to whether his procedure 
had not militated against the auditor 
learning of Mr. Fenning’s bond con- 
neétions. Justice McCoy insisted 
that the auditor’s responsibility of 
seeing that the accounts were ac- 
curately stated was no wise affected 
by his directing the amount of fees 
beforehand. It was developed that 
Mr. Fenning’s orders when: they 
went from Justice McCoy to the 
auditor not only carried the per- 
centage of fee, but the amount 
Which this percentage figured. 

At dne time, when it was sug- 
gested that Mr. Fenning had taken 
advantage of him, and Mr. Gilbert 
pressed him as to what he would 
have done had he known of the 
commissioner’s receiving a fea cn 
every bond which he gave as guard- 
ian and which was charged against 
his ward’s estate, the chief justic e 
said:

Discovers Rhode Island Law 
Similar to One He Urges for 


Revoking Permits. 


Anticipating challenge of the 
constitutionality of the power he 
seeks to revoke automobile driv- 
ers’ permits, if the bill is enacted 
by Congress, Director of Traffic M. 
QO. Eldridge yesterday discovered a 
decision by the supreme court of 
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Rhode Island dpholding a similar 
law in that State. 
There is pending in Congress 


among the proposed amendments 
to the traffic act one to give El- 
dridge power to suspénd or revoke 
permits of offenders against the 
trafic rules, without waiting for 
conviction in court. The Rhode 
Island law gives similar power to 
the State board of public roads. 

A case occurred there in which 
a motorist’s permit to drive was 
revoked, and he challenged the 
rigit-of the board to cancel it. The 
supreme court held that a permit 
is not property and to be allowed 
to drive an automobile is not a 
right but a privilege. The opin- 
ion says the authority which grants 
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such a permit always retains power 
to revoke it for cause or upon a 
change of policy or legislation.

THE BOY SCOUTS. 
President Coolidge has performed val- 
uable- service for the United States by 
taking time to study the Boy Scout move- 


ment and to encourage it by his attend- 
ance upon the annual convention and in 
addressing the scouts. His address is a 
comprehensive review of the movement 
and its meaning. In commending it, in 
advocating the extension of the move- 
ment to take in all boys, and in explain- 
ing the relation of the Boy Scout move- 
ment to the home, to right living and to 


good citizenship, the President has not 


only won the praise of the scouts them- 
selves but has contributed to the welfare 
of the republic. 

The Boy Scouts of today are the Presi- 
dents, judges, lawmakers and _ public 
officials of tomorrow. No one can ecal- 
culate the good that has already been 
done by this organization. The bene- 
ficial effect of Boy Scout discipline upon 
lads in all sections of the country is evi- 
dent, but the potent influence of this 
discipline in turning lads away from 
dissoluteness and crime is beyond esti- 
mate. Many a former scout, if he should 
bare his soul, could unfold a tale that 
. would deeply impress wpon the public 
the powerful influence of this organiza- 
tion. | 

Gen. Sir Robert Baden-Powell, the ven- 
erable but active field marshal of the 
Boy Scouts, in whose brain originated 
the idea of banding boys together in 
mutual. organization, is one of the world’s 
benefactors.

NO PAROLE FOR PRESSER. 


Gov. Smith of New York has done a 
wise and an excellent thing in revoking 
the parole granted to “Izzy” Presser, no- 
torious gunman, burglar and confessed 
murderer, by the State board of parole. 
Presser has a 21-year criminal record, 
and has become known as the “czar of 
Sing Sing,” because of his somewhat 
mysterious power in having himself sent 
back to that prison every time he is 
transferred to another. The parole board 
announced a few days ago that Presser 
would be paroled May 29. The superin- 
tendent of Sing Sing, James L. Long, in 
announcing the action of the parole 
board, of which he is a member, made 
the enigmatic statement that while the 
parole was “open and aboveboard,” it 
was best to keep the circumstances of 
the case confidential in order to best 
serve the interest of public policy. 

Gov. Smith acted promptly when he 
learned the facts of the case and ordered 
the revocation of the parole pending a 
thorough investigation which he him- 
self will conduct. In ordering the reten- 
tion of this notorious criminal the New

The 
release of confirmed criminals under any 
pretext is a crime against society. It 
would be better to abolish the parole sys- 
tem entirely rather than have it per- 
verted to serve the cause of crime. 
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FRANCE’S TAXATION. 


The French debt settlement brings 
into consideration many factors on both 
sides of the Atlantic, which bear upon 
economics and plans for bringing the na- 
tions closer together in plans for per- 
manent peace. If the settlement can be 
pushed through Congress and the French 
parliament without stirring up bitter 
misunderstandings it will be a miracle. 
The settlement, however, is undoubtedly 
the best adjustment that can be made at 
this time, and it is imperative that no 
time should be lost in groping for better 
terms on either side. 

France is at the parting of the ways. 
She will follow either England or Ger- 
many. If the settlement is effected and 
is followed by a liberal loan from Ameri- 
cans, France will then have a breathing 
spell in which to prepare for the real 
struggle—the problem of equitable taxa- 
tion. If the settlement should fail, 
France will follow Germany in the col- 
lapse of the currency and the eventual 
application of a Dawes plan, which is 
virtually a mortgage on national re- 
sources. 

The British pound is pegged at par 
largely because of the guarantee of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York to 
stand behind British commercial paper 
to a practically unlimited amount. The 
Bank of England has also been guardn- 
teed a huge loan in New York if an 
emergency should require it. Thus, un- 
less: the impending labor troubles in 
Britain should demoralize the country, 
there is an assurance that Britain will 
“muddle through” her difficulties. The 
British debt to the United States is be- 
ing paid off by the excess profits on rub- 
ber. American automobile owners, in 
other words, are paying off Britain’s debt 
by buying rubber at excessive prices. 
Britain’s problem is not the debt to Amer- 
ica, but the domestic labor situation 
which affects the entire industrial struc- 
ture and threatens to increase the un- 
employment dole to a prodigious figure. 

France has no unemployment problem. 
She is employing over 2,000,000 aliens 
in addition to all native workers. The 
people are prosperous. The installments 
on the American debt will be met thrice 
over by the money left in France by 
American tourists. This summer’s travel 
across the Atlantic will be greater than 
ever, and most of the American money 
will be left in France. But the country 
is paying out huge sums for the wars 
in the Riff and Syria, and the domestic 
debt has reached such colossal figures 
that the national treasury is drained as 


| fast as the revenue trickles in. 


The French peasant will not pay taxes 
if he can avoid it—and he avoids it by 
hoarding his money and threatening to 
kill the deputies if they impose a direct 
tax. The result of the peasant tax-strike 
is that the cities and all persons engaged 
in industries and professions are exces- 
sively taxed, and yet the total is not suf- 
ficient to balance the budget. The francs 
hoarded by the peasant have shrunk in 
value enormausly, and his own tactics 
have accelerated the process; but he 
fondly expects the return of the franc 
to par, and leaves to others the question 
of ways and means. A franc is a franc 
to him, and into the sock it goes. 

Many industrials in France are opposed 
to the return of the franc to par or any- 
thing like par. They profit by the invet- 
erate habit of the worker to regard the 
franc asafranc. Wages have increased, 
but in proportion to the fall of value as 
represented by the franc. Therefore the 
employer can manufacture more cheaply 
than ever, and the proof of his prosperity 
is seen in heavy exports to England and 
other countries. France now controls the 
iron and steel situation in Europe, and 
Germany’s industrial expansion is largely 
dependent upon arrangements’ with 
French industrials. The French are 
making the most of the advantages 
which fell to them in the transfer of Al- 
sace and Lorraine. The coal mines in 


northern France, which were declared to |. 
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have been so badly wrecked by the Ger- 
mans in the war that they could not be 
restored to production in 50 years, if 
ever, are now turning out more coal than 
in 1913. 


France can easily pay the $30,000,000 | 


annually which is called for in the first 
few years under the debt settlement. 
The real problem is taxation, in order to 
meet the internal debt. An American 
loan of $200,000,000 or more is under 
consideration. With that credit .avail- 
able the French government could bridge 
over the critical period and tackle the 
taxation problem with fresh energy. 
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AN ACADEMIC DUELLO. 


It is a well-established axiom that 
almost any fool can ask many a question 
which no wise man can answer. Practi- 
cally every college student who has ever 
sat down to take a written examination 
will give hearty indorsement to that 
statement and will be naturally inclined 
to look upon himself as the typical repre- 
sentative of wisdom who, through the 
medium of the obscure conundrums star- 
ing at him from the surface of the guile- 
less looking printed page, is being 
worried and badgered by a pedagogical 
blockhead, who naturally, therefore, in 
the opinion of the examinee, falls into 
the category of fools. The rage and des- 
peration which fill the mind of the vic- 
tim on such occasions are titanic in their 
proportions, and can be realized only by 
those who have gone through the expe- 
rience. 

Examination time is the recognized 
period of the culmination of the warfare 
intermittently carried on between the 
martinet professor and the recalcitrant 
student. Then the big battalions are out 
in the open and are exposed, . without 
cover, to the raking fire and deadly 
marksmanship of the faculty sharp- 
shooters. No wonder that casualties are 
heavy, and that, when the smoke of battle 
has cleared away, many of the combat- 
ants are found to have gone West. 

That, however, in the piping times of 
peace, a conflict between the antagonistic 
forces should suddenly materialize is a 
phenomenon so rare and startling as to 
cause wondering comment, if not to de- 
mand congressional investigation. Yet, 
that is exactly what has just occurred in 
one of the leading institutions of the 
higher learning. A committee of nine 
of the professors drew up a list of 40 
questions, all of which, they declared, 
every college student should be able to 
answer. The test is a pretty severe one. 
He would need to be a particularly bright 
and well-informed youth who should be 
able to give, offhand, satisfactory replies 


.to such diverse. interrogatories as the 


following: 


What is meant by psychoanalysis? Who 
is its leading exponent? What is the dif- 
ference, if any, between an egoist and an 
introvert? Who is the “standard man’”’ of 
today, as Washington and Roosevelt were 
of their day? What idea does the Mahom- 
etan connect with the word ‘‘Kismet?”’ 


Instead of attempting to answer, the 
students countered by propounding, in 
their turn, 40 questions for the consider- 
ation of the professors. Some of these 
were of a rather personal character, 
such as: 


Name the Ten Commandments. How 
many kinds of cocktails are there? Name 
them. List the ingredients that go into 
the manufacture of each. What is your 
opinion of married life? Why do football 
coaches receive higher salaries than col- 
lege professors. Why do college pro- 
fessors repeat the same jokes year after 
year? 


Others of the students’ questions rais- 
ed rather difficult points in ethics. Not 
every professor would find it easy to say 
how high a coed’s skirt should be, or to 
give a comprehensive definition of a lie, or 
to explain and give the origin of the 
phrase “moral turpitude,” or even to 
tell accurately what has become of the 
prohibition amendment. 

In this battle of the wits, the students 
who, for once, are on the aggressive, 
have certainly borne away the palm. A 
few weeks hence, however, they may 
look out for reprisals, which, one hopes, 
will be good humored and without sting. 
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THE BARTHOLDI FOUNTAIN. 


The bill providing for the removal of 
the Bartholdi fountain from the Botanic 
garden has been held up until the ques- 
tion of a new location has been decided. 

The Bartholdi fountain is one of the 
most attractive pieces of sculpture in the 
United States. It belongs to the Botanic 
garden. The opening of the”Mall avenue, 
according to the L'Enfant plan, and the 
placing of the Meade memorial call for 
the removal of the fountain, and the 
Pennsylvania Meade memorial commis- 
sion offers to remove the fountain to 
another site without cost to the United 
‘States. Ne | 
Congress has provided for the exten- 
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sion of the Botanic garden south of the 
Capitol, to develop that portion of the 
city and complete the ring of parkland 
around the Capitol. The Bartholdi foun- 
tain, therefore, should be removed to a 
suitable site south of the Capitol, in the 
center of the new Botanic garden. There, 
with more room and with a little more 
generous treatment from Congress, the 
Botanic garden can be made what its 
founders planned, an extremely valuable 
auxiliary in promoting the botanical 
wealth of the United States, as well as 
contributing materially to the adornment 
of the approaches of the Capitol. 


THE DISPUTE OVER ARICA. 


A dispatch from Santiago states that 
the Chilean congress is determined: to 
force the administration to reject the 
good offices of the United States in be- 
half of a settlement of the Tacna-Arica 
dispute and insist upon the holding of 
the plebiscite. It is believed in the 
Chilean congress that the present plebi- 
scite proceedings offer decided advan- 
tages to Chile over Peru. Probably this 
opinion is based upon the fact that the 
registration of voters has been carried 
on by the Chilean authorities, while 
Peruvians have abstained from register- 
ing by direction of their government, 
which suspended its plebiscitary activi- 
ties at the request of Secretary Kellogg 
when the Washington negotiations were 
begun. Apparently it is hoped in Chile 
that the arbitrator will accept the one- 
sided registration as valid and will per- 
mit the plebiscite to be held with only 
one side voting. 

Of course, the arbitrator will do noth- 
ing of the kind. He could not do so 
under the protocol and the award or 
under the resolutions of the plebiscitary 
commission, which he has approved. The 
protocol upon which the plebiscite is 
based, the arbitral award and the com- 
mission’s resolutions aJl contemplate a 
free, fair and honest expression of the 
will of the qualified voters of the dis- 
puted territory. A plebiscite in which 
only one side voted would make a farce 
of the entire proceeding and would make 
a bad matter infinitely worse. 

The telegram of the President of Bo- 
livia to President Coolidge discloses the 
fact that Chile recently offereed to nego- 


tiate for the transfer to Bolivia of Arica 


“or some other port under Chilean sov- 
ereignty,” and that Bolivia refused to 
negotiate solely with Chile on the ground 


that Arica is not the exclusive property 


of Chile. The consent of Peru is neces- 
sary to effect the transfer of Arica. It 
seems possible, in view of Chile’s offer 
to negotiate for the transfer of Arica,

tion of Arica and Tacna, with a view to 
the ultimate acquisition of Arica by Bo- 
livia under terms to be agreed upon by

Peru and Chile have pledged them- 
selves in writing to abide by the decision 
of the President of the United States in 
providing for a plebiscite and in deter- 
mining the conditions under which the 
plebiscite shall be held. The good faith 
of the United States is involved in the 
undertaking of its President to see that 
a plebiscite, if held, shall be fair to both 
sides. If the parties can not agree upon 
a settlement distinct from the plebiscite, 
then the plebiscitary commission should 
make doubly certain that it has estab- 
lished conditions insuging a fair and 
honest plebiscite before it fixes the time 
for the vote. 
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NEW PNEUMONIA SERUM. 


Several hundred doctors in New York, 
members of the New York Academy of 
Medicine, have been impressed with the 
experiments made and results attained 
by a young Locarno physician, Dr. Lean- 
dro W. Tomarkin, in his treatment of 
pneumonia. Dr. Tomarkin, not yet 30, 
was made the head of medical research 
for the Italian royal house, and attained 
national distinction when he restored to 
health the Duke of Aosta, brother of the 
Italian king, who was believed to be dy- 
ing of pneumonia. He had already gained 
renown by his investigations in the field 
of serum treatment, having evolved a 
synthetical chemical substance called 
“antimicrobum Tomarkin,” used _ in 
pneumonia. In Bellevue hospital, New 
York, Dr. Tomarkin began the treatment 
of pneumonia patients, with the result 
that whereas in the preceding ten years 
the death rate from pneumonia was 38 
per cent, the cases treated by the Italian 
physician with his serum showed a de- 
crease to 14 per cent, and in all cases 


third day the patients recovered. 

The- curative agents consist of two 
preparations—the antibacterial, used 
early in the disease to destroy the bac- 
teria before poisons can be generated, 
and the antitoxic, used later to neutralize 
poisons already formed. The statement 
is made that this is the only clinical anti- 
toxin ever used in the treatment of the 
disease and the only substance ever dis- 


their poisons without injuring the body 
tissues. ae 

In the treatment of pneumonia the 
antitoxic substance is dissolved in water 
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hours sufficient solution has been concen- 
trated to kill the pneumonia germs. 

Dr. Tomarkin has had excellent results 
also in his treatment of tuberculosis, it 
is said, and is now experimenting with a 
treatment for cancer. 

So many alleged cures for pneumonia 
and tuberculosis have proved useless 
when experimented with by the medical 
profession that the public regards dis- 
coveries with complete skepticism. But 
here is a case where so important a body 
as the New York Academy of Medicine, 
with 350 physicians present at the meet- 
ing, has given its serious thought and

high rate of mortality. 
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JUGOSLAVIA SETTLES. 

The settlement of Jugoslavia’s debt of 
$64,000,000 to the United States is pro- 
vided for in an agreement signed yester- 
day. The United States will receive 
approximately 32 per cent of what the 
principal and interest at 41% per cent 
would be at the:end of 62 years. This 
compares with 26 per cent to be received 
from Italy, 50 from France, 71 from 
Great Britain, 50 from Czechoslovakia, 
and 50 from Roumania. 

Jugoslavia must pay about $2 to Great 
Britain and $3 to France for every $1 
paid to the United States. Jugoslavia’s 
total war debt is about $385,000,000, of 
which $128,000,000 is owed to Great 
Britain and $192,000,000 to: France. Pre- 
sumably a moderate loan will be arranged 
in New York for the relief of Jugoslavia. 
The country is hard at work, and its 
credit is improving. It could thrive 
much faster if it could reach an agree-

Mr. Dunthorne has been a collector 
since he was a boy and has had rare 
opportunities of obtaining in Lon- 
don and elsewhere unusually fine 
maps. Dating from the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries, the 
printing is a model of perfect form; 
the quaint decorations of far-away 
lands and their inhabitants prove 
a fascinating study. The embellish- 
ment of the margins might form an 
object of study by itself. The color 
and the decorative outlines are es- 
pecially attractive. 

Some of the rarest are: Map illus- 
trating the discovery of America 
dating from the Ptolemy woodcut in 
1522;.‘‘Durham,”’ by Saxton, 1576; 
“The World” after Vissher; ‘‘The 
Pacific’ after Ortelius, 1589: ‘“‘New 
England, Pennsylvahia and Vir- 
ginia with a view-of New York,’”’ 
after Danckers; ‘‘North America,”’ 
Janssonius, 1647, and maps of 
Maryland and Virginia. The exhi- 
bition will be on view until May 15. 

Some brilliant impressions in

Preparing Sesqui Exhibit. 


At the Smithsonian Institution 
there is busy preparation for the ex- 
hibition that the department of 
graphic arts is making for the ses- 
quicentennial exhibition in Phila- 
delphia. 

The graphic arts department has 
1,400 square feet for its exhibition, 
which will include examples of 
drawing, painting, pen and ink, 
lead pencil and etchings. There 
will be examples of Chinese water 
colors; works by William H. 
Holmes, Ruel P. Tolman, William 
M. Chase and Walter Shirlaw; wood 
cut of Adam and Eve by Eric Hans, 
wood cuts by Nicholas le Sueur, 
1690; wood cuts in color by Helen 
Hyde; wood engraving, Henry 
Wolf, and fifteen and sixteenth cen- 
tury wood cuts, examples of intaglio 
engraving, 1621, and the first mez- 
zotint made in America by Peter 
Pelham, 1720. 

There also will be. etchings -by 
Lewis Orr, Daniel Hopfer, who was 
the first man to make etching plate 
for printing purposes; John Taylor 
Arms and engravings by Timothy 
Cole and Albrecht Durer. 

The etchings by George T. Plow- 
man, mostly of the picturesque 
buildings of England and Italy, and 
some of the cathedrals of France 
are rather small in size, two inches 
square, and even less, some of 
them. Their interest is in the fact 
that they are a presentation of out 
of the way places seen with eyes 
that have the. faculty of seeing 
scenes and places that the unob- 
servant would pass by unheeding, 
or of seeing a new angle of the

The nation’s history is filled with 
the accounts of men who have 
struggled against discouragement 
and lack of appreciation in their ef- 
forts to bring service of value to 
the country. For example: Ben 
Franklin and his experiments with 
electricity, Fulton and his steam- 
boat, Morse and the telegraph, Mc- 
Cormick and the reaper, Edison and 
the phonograph, Bell and the tele- 
phone, and countless others now 
given just praise. 

But how often do you hear any 
praise for the men who met the 
problem of supplying pure water, 
and of carrying the sewage and 
waste from modern homes and 
buildings? Without the efforts of 
plumbers, our cities would be at the 
mercy of devasting plagues; despite 
the efforts of the medical men. The 
sanitation engineer and plumber re- 
leased New Orleans from the fear 
of the yellow fever’s return. 

The humble plumber, who often 
labors in filth and grime—surely he, 
too, is worthy of praise. Physicians 
and surgeons have performed near- 
miracles in the way of cures ond 
operations. But even they would 
be almost helpless to combat epi- 
demic disease if it were not for the 
means of sanitation designed, 
stalled and maintained by 
plumber. 

It is often the lot of these public 
servants to be ridiculed and criti- 
cized by unthinking people. But 
take away their services, and what 
a howl would then arise. In their 
unpleasant work, the plumbers 
earn a fair meed of praise for, with- 
out them, the modern community 
would be impossible because of un- 
controlled disease.

The harmony of color with light 
is now suggested, with all its pos- 
sibilities to those of artistic ideas.

FORD ELECTRIFYING ROAD.

Huge Locomotive, Costing $750,- 
000, Is Bought for Ohio Line. 


Henry Ford is electrifying his 
railroad, the Detroit, Toledo & 
Ironton. Having experimented with 
steam locomotive building, to work 
out his theory that most engines 
are too heavy for high economy, Mr. 
Ford has now bought a huge elec- 
tric locomotive at a cost of $750,- 
000, a sum that includes about 
$350,000 spent in special tests and 
laboratory work, and will buy more. 
He says he is going to electrify : 
from Detroit to the Ohio river.

The new patent is number 
1,577,421, and is the fourth in the 
series covering the neutrodyne in- 
ventions of Prof, Hazeltine. 

The importance of the patent lies 
in the fact that it covers application 
of the invention to every form of 
radio circuit, tuned radio frequency 
amplification, intermediate fre- 
quency amplification and regenera- 
tive circuits. 


70 per cent greater than the total 
cost of the welded building. Further, 
the fabrication cost alone of the 
riveted building amounted to more 
than 95 per cent of the total cost of 
the one whose frame was welded. 

One of the biggest advantages of 
electric welding was brought out in 
the construction of these two test 
buildings. In putting the frames of 
the two buildings together a tre- 
mendous difference in the noise of 
construction was noticed. 

The shrill vibrating racket of the 
pneumatic hammers could be heard 
for several hundred yards, while 
from a distance of a few feet the 
welding process could not be heard 
at all. - The only noise connected 
with the welding process is a slight 
crackling noise, resulting from the 
electric arc flame. 


Construction Simplified. 


The use of electric welding great- 
ly simplifies the actual work of con- 
struction. In the welding process 
there is actual need for only one 
man, with a possible attendant; 
while in riveting, a man is required 
to operate the forge, in which the 
rivets are heated, another is needed 
for the hammer, a third for holding 
the rivets as they are hammered 
and a fourth as a helper. The rivet- 
ing process, furthermore, requires 
the use of a portable forge, and a 
compressor used in operating the 
hammer. The electric welder, on 
the other hand, may be operated 
easily and does not require the con- 
stant shifting of heavy equipment. 
A single wire, run from a small 
portable generator on the street 
level, forms one side of the welding 
circuit. The frame of the building 
itself is used to complete the other 
half of the welding circuit. 

In other fields, the advantages of 
electric welding have been demon- 
strated repeatedly. Welding, as its 
users point out, has developed far 
past the experimental stage, and 
has an infinite variety of applica- 
tions. In building large tanks and 
containers of every kind, it is rap- 
idly replacing older methods. An 
example of its use in this field is in 
the construction of an enormous 


gas tank without the use of a single 
rivet.

Plans have been prepared by Mil- 
burn, Heister & Co., architects, and 
the contract has been awarded to 
R. P. Whitty Co. for the erection of 
the new St. Joseph’s Home and 
School, to be erected on the newly 
acquired tract of 30 acres. be- 
tween Rhode Island avenue aud 
Bunker: Hill road and Eastern. ave- 
nue, near Mount Rainier. The site 
is on a high hill and commands a 
splendid view ‘iin every direction. 

The building will be 110 feet by 
160 feet, and will be two stories 
high with basement, and will be 
fireproof. The exterior will be a 
combination of random range 
broken ashlar stone, rough tapestry 
brick and half timber work, with 
stucco and roofed with graduated 
mottled slate, the intent being to 
avoid as much as possible the ap- 


» pearance of an institution and cre- 


‘appointment will 


ate a homelike appearance. 

This feature will also be carried 
out in the management of the in- 
stitution in that the children will be 
divided into four groups, each group 
having its individual dormitory, 
dining room, class room and play 
room, in addition to which there 
will be a large assembly room where 
entertainment will be provided for 
all the children. Instead of the 
usual open hospital ward, there will 
be individual wards with modern 
clinic appointments. There will be 
parlors for the reception of the pub- 
lic, a chapel with a seating capacity 
of 150.

St. Joseph’s asylum was founded 
in 1855 and incorporated the same 
vear. It started operation, with 
sisters of the Holy Cross in charge, 
at the southwest corner of Thir- 
teenth and H streets, northwest, 
with eight children. In 1860, it 
was moved to the southwest corner 
of Tenth and F streets northwest, 
and in 1866 it acquired the prop- 
erty on H street between Ninth and 
Tenth streets, from the Washington 
city orphan asylum which had 


,moved to Fourteenth and T streets, 


‘where it now is. 

During the 60 years that the 
asylum has been located on H street 
it has continuously housed about 
100 children and has been support- 
ed by voluntary contributions of 
the charitably inclined augmented 
by the proceeds of one entertain- 
ment each year conducted by the 
Catholic Knights of America and 
assistance from the members of the 
Knights of Columbus.

and the ability of the sisters in

5 with the funds at their disposal has 
'been a marvel of economy and ef-

The asylum property on H street 
was sold to Harry Wardman for 
$200,000 with which the new site 
was purchased and the building be- 
gun. The building will be finished 
in November, by which time the 
management hopes to raise an addi- 
tional $100,000 to cover the cost.

In making public the program for 
the conference, the chamber’s civic

“No single business group hag a 
greater influence in molding the 
physical development of a town or 
city than that of the realtors. Its 
vision of the future city finds con- 
stant expression in the sales talks 
of its members, 
landowners, builders, investors and 
home buyers.

Against Regulation. 


“The organized real estate busi- 
ness -has taken.a. determined stand 
against the contintiance of such 
emergency regulation, has stated 
that such regulation tends to defeat 
its own purpose by discouraging 
building and has declared that it can 
and will by itself prevent abuses. 
In the conspicous instance where, 
despite prophecies of abuse, the rent 
control regulation ceases, the organ- 
ized realtors did make good on their 
declaration. 

“This was a demonstration of the 
ability of business to govern itself. 
But what further may properly hé 
expected of the real estate business 
as a. self-governing, responsible, 
public-spirited: element in thee com- 
munity? How far, inthe -public 
interest, may present regulations be 
done away with; what present or 
proposed regulations, such as licens- 
ing of brokers, are in the public 
interest and the interest of the real 
estate business?

Plenty of Money le Available 
for Investment in Con- 
struction Work. 


The building outlook is uncer- 
tain but the total volume of new 
construction this year is not likely 


= 


to be more than 5 or 10 per, cent 
less than in the record-breaking 
year of 1925, in the opinion of 
Thomas S. Holden, vice president in 
charge of.the statistical division of 
the F. W. Dodge corporation. 
Discussing the building situation 


in an article in the May issue of the 
Miller Bullder-Economist, pub- 
lished by G. L. Miller & Co., Mr. 
Holden states that construction is 
continuing at a very high rate and 
there is ‘‘just now, little occasion 
for pessimism.”’ 
lows: 

“There was about 25 per cent 
more construction work started (as 
measured in dollar values of con- 
fracts) in the first quarter of this 
year than in the first quarter of 
last year. This fact, considered 
alone, might appear to indicate that 
1926 should have a larger total 
construction volume than 1925, 
which broke all previous records 
with a total for the entire country 
estimated at $6,622,000,000. 


May See Good Increase. 


“With such a good lead over 
1925 at the end of the first quar- 
ter, it is quite likely that the end 
of the first half of 1926 will also 
see a good increase over the first 
half of 1925, although a 25 per 
cent increase is rather too much to 
expect. 

“In 1925, the volume of contracts 
let in the second half of the year 
increased 15 per cent oveg the vol- 
ume of the first half. Normally the 
second half decreases 12 per cent 
from the first half. 

‘“‘Hence the critical period. of 
1926 is the second half of the year. 
Can it overcome the normal ten- 
dency to decline and show a vol- 
ume equal to or greater than the 
j volume of the second half of 1925? 
That does not seem likely. The con- 
struction needs of the country seem 
to be too well taken care of for 
such a course of events this vear. 

‘“‘However, with a good lead at 
the end of June, even a fairly con- 
siderable decline in the second half 
of 1926 might not reduce the year’s 
total volume from last year’s at 
all. Probably it will reduce it by a 
moderate amount, say, 5 to 10 per 
cent, or, if you want to anticipate 
the worst, about 12 per cent. 

Money Is Available. 


“There is a great deal of money 
available for investment. Much 
that has goneinto stocksis now go- 
ing into the bond market and is 
also quite likely -to go into the 
financing of large construction en- 
terprises—such enterprises as are 
not of immediate necessity, but 
represent permanent improvements 
that can probably be made to pay 
if general business conditions con- 
tinue good. 

“If there is to be a recession in 
building a little later on, it is not 
likely to- be uniform throughout the 
country. Sectional and local condi- 
tions are likely to be rather im- 
portant the rest of this year. 

‘““In short, construction continues 
at a very high rate and there is 
just now little occasion for pessi- 
mism; construction will probably 
not continue at the present rate in- 
definitely, and there is every rea- 
son. to be more than usually watch- 
ful of national, sectional and local 
conditions for advancé signs of pos- 


sible let-up in activity.”

How Captain Ingram Was Dismayed to Find the 
Former Mrs. Caruso’s Heart So Deeply Buried in the 
Grave of the Famous Tenor That It Could Never 

Be Completely Fis 


FAVORITE theme of the novel- 
A ists and playwrights is the trag- 

edy which results when a man is 
robbed of the women he loves and who 
tries to love him by the influence which 
a dead husband or sweetheart continues 
to exert over her heart. The tragedy 
becomes still more poignantly devastat- 
ing when a marriage takes place before 
the unhappy man wakes to the realiza- 
tion that his bride’s love can never be 
completely his. 

Revelations made the other day in a 
newspaper interview by Capt. Ernest 
A. Ingram and elaborated in greater de- 
tail in conversations with friends show 
that such a tragedy was exactly what 
happened when he married Dorothy 
Benjamin Caruso, widow of the famous 
grand opera tenor. 


As Capt. Ingram now reveals for the 
first time, the divorce that so quickly 
followed their marriage was due to his 
discovery that he had and in all proba- 
bility must always have his bride’s dead 
husband as a successful rival for her 
heart. 


The captain bears his former wife no 
i}] will for the painful situation into 
which his love of her led him. On the 
contrary they remain the best of friends 
and see each other frequently since their 
divorce. He feels that she was in no 
way to blame for the quick wrecking of 
their matrimonial] venture. 


He thinks she was perfectly sincere in 
the belief that she would be able to 
shake off the memories of her previous 
romance enough to make their marriage 
happy. Like him she did not realize 
until too late the uncanny strength of 
influences entirely beyond her control. 


What happened to rob Capt. Ingram 
of his bride was a repetition in real life 
of the situation the novelists have so 
often pictured—that of a ghostly lover 
proving to have a more invincible hold 
on a woman’s heart than the flesh and 
blood man who gives her all his devotion 
and hungers and begs for hers. 


If the spirit form of the dead tenor

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Mrs. Dorothy Benjamin Caruso and her little daughter, Dorothy Caruso, who 
helps to strengthen the grim hold which the past has on her heart and which 
made it impossible for Captain Ingram to remain her husband. 


“When I found out,” says Capt. In- 
gram, “that she was still wedded to 
the name of the great singer and was 
determined never to permit herself to 
be known as Mrs. Ingram, I decided that 
a divorce was inevitable. My love and 
my pride forbade my being the husband 
of Mrs. Caruso. The woman I loved 
must share my name.” 


This curious love triangle in. real life 
has many aspects more unusual and ro- 
mantic than the somewhat similar situ- 
ations which are to be found in the field 
of fiction. When Anne Douglas Sedg- 
wick, the English novelist, wrote the 
strange, weird tragedy she called ‘‘The 
Third Window,” she employed a plot 
which is much less out of the ordinary 
than the Ingram-Caruso tangle, still a 
remarkable parallel of it. 


Like Capt. Ingram, the flesh and 
blood lover of “The Third Window” is 
a young army officer, Capt. Saltonhall. 
The young widow of the story is An- 
tonia Wellwood, and her dead husband, 
Malcolm, who was killed in the war, 
proves in the end to have the strongest 
hold on her heart. ° 

Two of the windows in Antonia’s liv- 
ing room looked out over the sunny 
moors, but the third opened on a small 
flagged garden, with a fountain and a 
cedar tree, and it was through this win- 
dow that the young widow came to have 
a strong feeling she might see her hus- 
band beside the fount. Hence, the title 
of the book. |

OU Editors are always the ones that 

are telling the rest of the world what 
to do. Where do you come in to be a 
Cook’s Guide to starving intellects ? You 
own the paper; that’s how you get your 
stuff in print. If you Editors and own- 
ers had to go out and sell your ideas to 
some one else I would be speaking here 
tonight to a bunch of Paupers. Did you 
know that the best Newspapers in the 
world is printed in jails? -That shows 
you have to be a crook to be a real good 
Editor. Do you know there. is four 
pages of funny pictures to two columns 
of Editoriala? That shows what the 
people read. (All this is in Spanish, 
mind you.) 

It don’t read very good in English, be- 
cause in English you pronounce the H 
and in Spanish they don’t so that I am 
afraid it is losing a great deal in the 
translation, but in the Spanish it has.a 
kind of a swing or dash to it, which I 
can’t get into the English of it, but this 
is all part of the Spanish speech.

The lot of the soldier's wite and that of 
the man who follows the sea and strives for 
© 


supremacy thereon has ever been one of 
mingled joy and anxicty. It adds intensity 


to love when the brave wife watches out of 
sight her dear one without the certain knowl- 
edge that he will return to her when the 
battle days are over. The woman’s part in 
war is to sit at home and wait with strained 
ears and anguished heart for the messenger 
whose horse’s hoofs on the drawbridge may 
spell the end of joy in life for her. 


Accustomed to Hardships. 


But the heroic pioneer women of America’s 
early days became accustomed to these hard- 
ships. They did not complain. They knew 
that in this manner they were to give their 
contribution to the building .of a nation. Dan- 
ger was not far from them, either, as they 
waited for their men. The red peril lurked at 
their doors with every-ready tomahawk: doc- 
tors were few and far between and the dramas 
of life and death were often staged in lone- 
liness and despair with no aid except that of

a good-hearted neighbor woman whose skill 
was not commensurate with her good will. 

The soldier’s wife learns to do without 
things, to compass her whole world within the 
confines of a forjorn army post on the fron- 
tier of civilization, to arrange her lares and 
penates so they may be moved at a moment’s 
notice and not to attach her fancies to any 
paricular spot on earth. For the next 24 
hours may bring travel orders and removal to 
4 post thousands of miles distant and even 
at times at the other side of the world. 

If all these conditions obtain in these mod- 
ern days when almost instant communication 
around the world is possible, how much more 
trying must have been the days of the post- 
revolutionary period in our national] history. 
Travel then was a matter of wearisome hours 
on horseback and lumbering stage coach; 
only the most prized possessions could be 
moved from place to place through lack of 
transportation facilities and loneliness then 
could be speiled with a big L. 


So the woman who cast ber lot in with that 
of a soldier, indeed, was a good sport, a po- 
tential heroine, one who looked life fearlessly 
in the eyes and “Do your worst to me, I am 
ready.”’ 


The woman who was the object of the ro- 
mance in the life of Gen. Zachary Taylor, 
afterward twelfth President of the United 
States, could have epitomized her whole life 
in the words of her husband, who, when he 
received the news at Baton Rouge that he 
had been elected to the highest gift from the 
hands of the people, said: ‘‘For more than a 
quarter of a century, my house has been the 
tent, and my home the battlefield.’”’ 

Hence it was that Mrs. Taylor, more than 
any other mistress of the White House, not 
even excepting Mrs. Grant, had se6n more 
army service, and passed through more va- 
ried frontier experiences; for she would never, 
under any circumstances, if she could avoid it, 
separate herself from her husband, no mat- 
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ter how severe were the trials resulting from 
such wifely devotion. 


Zachary Taylor was another of the “Vir- 
ginia' Presidents’ of the United States, al- 
though Kentucky really has more claim to 
him on every ground except that of birth. 

For the boy, Zachary, born in Orange 
county, Va., on the 24th of September, 1784, 
was taken by his father, Col. Richard Taylor. 
a veteran of the revolutionary war, in his 
first year of life, to Kentucky where the boy- 
hood and youth of Zachary Taylor were pass- 
ed in the midst of the stirring frontier scenes 
of early days there. 

His educational advantages as such were 
most sketchy. Nature herself was his book 
and his school was that of toil and tribulation. 
This, however, was a true training camp for 
men, and the robustness of physique and 
hardihood of spirit the boy, Zachary, drew in 
from the very atmosphere of those days that 
were filled with the adventure, the perils and 
the excitement of pioneer life. ,

success in New York city, “‘that to sit through 
the performance, note its utter lack of finish, 
distinction, and artistic elegance in acting 


and presentation, and also note the satis- 
faction of a present-day audience, is compell- 
ing proof of the deterioration of the Ameri- 
can stage and of the ability of American audi- 
ences to distinguish between what is good and 
bad in stage art.’’ 

Another prominent reporter for the stage 


remarks similarly that ‘“‘at the present rate 
of deterioration, the American theater will 
be out on the junk pile in another decade.’’ 
When critics so berate the theater of today, 
they merely call attention to the fact that 
the stage, like all other human institutions, is 
subject to laws of evolution and must move 
forward in the grip of circumstance. It can 
not continue indefinitely to follow traditions 
which have become outworn through the 
birth of new conventions and must be con- 
tinually changing in order to harmonize with 
existing conditions. Dr. Johnson sounded this 


note when he observed on behalf of the 
player-folk that, 


The drama’s laws the drama’s patrons give. 
And we that live to please must please to live. 


The theater always bears an intimate rela- 
tion to the mental attitude or the momentary 
fancy of the public. ‘Theatrical history is 
nothing more than a reflection of the forward 
steps of mankind in general. The morals. 
politics, religion and social sweep of an era 
or community all find a place on the current 
stage, and the popular drama {is alive to the 
prevailing virtues of the age. ‘

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Advantages of Always Being at Home. 


It seems to be quite the thing these days 
among the motor fraternity to wander abroad 
through the land, taking their homes with 
them. This is a comparatively new develop- 
ment in the human scheme of life, but it is an 
old, old story with many of the-little people 
of Old Mother Nature. This taking your house 
with you has long been quite the correct 
thing with a considerable variety of species. 
The most familiar example is, of course, the 
turtle. Carrying his house with him where- 
ever he goes he is always at home. 

You who have visited the seashore prob- 
ably have met with a curious little fellow 
who also is always at home—the hermit 
crab. 
most perfect example of the traveler who 
takes his home with him. In the case of 
the turtle, his home is so much a part of him 
that there is no leaving it. The hermit crab, 
on the other hand, has a home which is not a 
part of him, although it appears to be. It 
is a real house. He can leave it at will and 
possess himself of a new home when he 
chooses. Unlike other members of the crab 
family, this little crab is not armored all 
over. The tail end is soft and weak. There- 
fore Master Hermit, appreciating that he is in 
no position to resist an attack from the rear, 
provides himself with suitable defense. 
While he is about it he does a thorough job 
and provides himself with a house which 
can be entered only from the front door, and 
this is adequately protected by his big claws. 
He finds an empty mollusc shell, usually of 
the type commonly called snail, sees to it 
that it is of a size to fit, backs into it and 
is at home. Thereafter, where Hermit goes 
his home goes. 


But houses of shell are quite incapable of 
expansion. There comes a time when larger 
quarters are’ needed. Hermit is fussy. He 
goes about examining many empty shells. 
He tries on some of them. Perchance he dis- 
cards several before he finds one that adjusts 
itself comfortably to his growing needs. In 
this process of selecting a new home he takes 
great care to see that he is not observed. 
Satisfied that it is safe to do so, he scrambles 
out of his old house and hastily backs into 
his new one. 


In the world of mammals the most re- 
markable example of carrying a house with 
him is the armadillo. If the armadillo were 
not a native of the New World one might 
wonder if perchance the inventor of armor 
for the knights of old didn’t get his idea for 
jointed armor from this curious little 
mammal. Old Mother Nature has done noth- 
ing more interesting than in the fitting of 
this coat of armor to an animal which other- 
wise would be quite helpless in the face of 
its enemies. It can not fight, for it has no 
front teeth. It can not climb trees, for its 
claws are fit only for digging. But the 
armadillo should worry. Small plates of 
bone cunningly joined together cover every 
portion of him save his breast and abdomen. 
Even the tail is incased in a chain of bony 
rings. On the appearance of an enemy it 
rolls into a ball which offers no opening for 
attack. : 

The most perfectly protected armadillo is 
the three-banded armadillo of Argentina. 
The nine-banded is the species found in 
North America, ranging from Southern 
Texas and Arizona down to Paraguay and 
South America. This is the only species 
found in the United States. There are two 
other species—-one known as the six-banded 
and the other as the giant armadillo. 

What Johnny Chuck, the woodchuck.. is to 
the East his close cousin, Yap Yap the prairie 
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dog is to many parts of the West, only more 
so. The prairie dog is a marmot, just as is 
Johnny Chuck. He is,’ however, a trifle 
nearer to their near relatives, the ground 
squirrels, than is the woodchuck. Yap Yap is 
essentially social, while Johnny Chuck has a 
tendency to be solitary.. A prairie dog likes 
neighbors. He likes a lot of neighbors. 
Were he by some magic to be transformed 
into a man, I am sure he would not be at 
home anywhere outside of an apartment 
building. He and Mrs. Prairie Dog have their 
own home, but they want it near enough to 
neighbors to swap gossip from the doorsteps. 
It is this) habit of colonizing that has made 
the prairie dog a serious pest in certain sec- 
tions. 

Many myths have grown up around these 
curious little villagers. One is that prairie 


dogs are in the habit of sharing their homes - 


with burrowing owls and rattlesnakes. The 
truth probably is that the burrowing owls, 
having their share of the alleged wisdom of 
the owl family, make use of deserted homes 
of the prairie dogs, thereby saving themselves 
much labor. As for the rattlesnakes, infant 
prairie dogs are a delicacy making it quite 
worth while for his snakeship to take up his 
abode in dogtown. 

Another myth is that the prairie dog digs 
down to water in order to quench his thirst. 
The truth is he hasn’t any thirst. He is one 
of those fortunate beings who can get along 
very nicely without drinking. The Volstead 
act, even though it included aqua pura, 
would not disturb him in the least.

Mice in the Sea, 


Have you ever seen a sea mouse? I sus- 
pect most of you haven’t. Here is what 
Latimer Hyde, a small boy of Ware, Mass., 
writes: ‘My father and I were walking along 
the beach on Cape Cod just after a big storm, 
when we found a queer sea animal. It was 


about 7 inches long, 3 inches wide, and 


seemed to have coarse hair the color of cop- 
per wire. We were told that it’: was a sea 
mouse. Are sea mice scarce, and are they 
often washed up?” 

The sea mouse isn’t a mouse, at all. It 
isn’t a mammal. It is one of the Annelids, 
or sea worms. This specimen which Latimer 
found appears‘to have been an extra large 
one. ‘These worms belong in deep water, but 
not infrequently during heavy storms are 
washed up. They are common on the muddy 
bottom of the sea at from ten to fifty fathoms 


down, 
The Persistent Phoebe. 


Some birds become greatly attached to a 
nesting site and are persistent beyond belief. 
One of the earliest birds to nest is the phoebe, 
which not infrequently makes use of rafters 
in a porch, shed or outhouse. Pavilions, 


especially those of the rustic type, are fre-. 
quently made use of. “One year a phoebe 
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built her nest. over the door in the lumber 
room upstairs,’’ writes Mrs. E. P.. Rich. 
“She entered by means of a broken window. 
She had eggs in the nest before we found {t, 
so we had to leave a pane out of the window 
nearly all summer for her benefit. The next 
spring she spent two weeks trying to get in 
at that repaired window before giving up and 
building her nest on a projection near by.” 
The phoebe, by the way, is sometimes 
called the bridge bird, because of its fondness 
for building on the abutments or crosspieces 
of a bridge. To this extent it seems to be a 
lover of running water. Possibly this ig be- - 
cause it is more likely to find a plentiful sup- .

“How does a beaver cut down a tree? Does 
the animal simply gnaw, as a rat does?” asks 
James Stimpson.

The beaver doesn’t gnaw, in the accepted 
sense of the word. Gnawing suggests cutting 
away by means of fine splinters. The beaver 
is an expert lumberman, or logger. The man 
with the ax drives it in from above at an 
angle. He then drives it in from below at a 
reverse angle, so that he cuts out a chip. The 
beaver works in much the same way, biting 
and using his powerful teeth to pry out chips. 
You will find large chips scattered around a 
beaver cutting, much as you would find chips 
where a man has been at work with an ax. 
The accompanying illustration gives an excel- 
lent idea of how a beaver works. ..

Science has proved that these ultra- 
violet rays have marvelous therapeutic 
propertics—-that they can effect cures 
of various human ailments, almost un- 
aided. Children are cured of rickets, 
for instance, when they take sun baths, ex- 
posing their whole bodies to the sunlight, and 
especially to the ultra-violet rays. Tubercular 
children are cured in the same way. 


It has further been proved that these rays 
heve a disinfecting power which is enor- 
mous. The reason for primitive man’s great 
health and freedom from ordinary infection 
lies, according to science, in the fact that he 
went around nearly naked, and got the full 
benefit of ultra-violet rays. The rays also 
have a great power of healing wounds, which 
primitive man also took full advantage of, 
and which modern man is scorning.

A SCOTCH REPORT.

“What do you mean, sir, by reporting, 
‘Nothing extraordinary since guard mounting,’ 
when a fellow officer has fallen down a preci- 
pice 400 feet deep and has been killed!” 

’ “General,” said the Heutenant slowly, ‘I 
dinna there’s aething extraordinar’ in 
that. If he had faun doon a precipice fowerr 
ee feet beek and nae been killed, that 
‘something like.’’—From 
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Preachers have denounced it as immoral, oth- 
er preachers have upheld it as sensible. Some 
doctors have assailed short skirts and other 
doctors have defended them. Dr. Hill says 
the women are right. Short skirts are fine, 
he declares. And so are low necks. 

Not only does Dr. Hill regard women’s 
clothing as eminently sensible—because it is 
nearer to the clothes of nature—but he open- 
ly condemns a number of the traditional fea- 
tures of men’s dress. Stiff collars are a 
crime in summer, he believes, as they do not 
allow body heat to escape through the natural 
neck flue which is formed by women’s open 
dresses. In fact, Dr. Hill inclines to the Bbé- 
lief that men dress very stupidly all the time, 
both winter and summer. 

Primitive man, of course, wore nature’s 
sarb. His skin was tough, and no haircuts 
deprived him of his sheltering locks. The 
women’s hair was long enough to surround 
them completely when necessary, and was 
even used to protect new-born infants from 
the cold. 

But civilization has brought to man many 
new ways of keeping himself warm, and the 
new methods are much more economical thar 
the old. In some countries, of course, sav- 
ages still wear the old-fashioned nothing-at- 
all, but these places are steadily growing 
rarer. 

The native women of Terra del Fuego, at 
the southern tip of South America, wear no 
clothing even when sleet is falling and melt- 
ing on their bodies. The children wear the 
same, but the men wear a small otter skin 
about the size of a handkerchief across their 
chests. Native children in Singapore, to take 
the other extreme in climate, wear only a 
light pad over their abdomens. 

But, in general, men no longer force their 
bodies to become inured to extremes of heat 
and cold. Instead, they ward off the fierce 
rays of the sun with loose white clothing; 
and they baffle the howling gales ec? winter 
with thick woolen overcoats. It isn’t as pic- 
turesque, but it is a good deal more economi- 
cal of energy. 


Man has been very ingenious in his de- 
vices to protect himself acainst the elements, 
but he has overlooked a few things. His 
clothing has not always been selected for rea- 
sons of convenience and comfort, and so it is 
not surprising that it is not perfect today. 
For a great many centuries now, man’s cloth- 
ing has been a compromise between custom 
and comfort—and wherever custom has won 
out man has always made a mistake. 

People deny that they dress the way they 
do to be fashionable. One often hears a man 
say, ‘“‘No, I don’t pay any attention to cloth- 
ing fads. Any old thing is good enough for 
me’”’ But you watch that man going down 
to his office in the morning, wearing a tight 
collar, a coat and vest, perhaps a derby, and 
a pair of tight shoes; and then watch what 
the same man does when he gets home in the 
evening and wants:to be really comfortable! 
His feet are in big, easy slippers; he has re- 
moved his collar and tie and opened his shirt 
at the neck; he has taken off his coat and un- 
buttoned his vest. And what is more, he 
probably feels contented for the first time 
since he got out of bed in the morning. 

Wom@ are more sensible—or else luckier. 
Since they stopped wearing these tight, ribbed 
collars that came up around their chins 20 
years ago, their dress has been getting saner 
every year, 

Dr. Hill. says he approves of short skirts, 
“thin stockings” and low necks for women. 
He also indorses bare arms and knees for 
children. Bare knees for women haven’t 
reached England yet, or he would have ap- 
proved them, too. The American girl cer- 
tainly gives her knees plenty of chance to get 
the benefi€ of sun and air—and she is right to 
do it. 

Man’s skin must have air; so he must not 


' wear clothes that are too tight to allow free 


ventilation underneath. He must also get all 
the sunlight he can—which is where the wom- 
en are ahead of the men. Silk stockings don’t 
stop Many of the sun’s rays, but a map's 
trousers do. Scotchmen who had been accus- 
tomed to wear kilts before the war were so 
inured to cold that they were able to take off 
their kilts and dry them in the trenches with- 
out discomfort. It was because they had 
trained their bodies by exposure, instead of 
bundling them up so that sun and air couldn't 
reach them. 

But unless men lead vigorous outdoor lives, 


it is not economical to wear few clothes. A: 


man who works hard in the open air has to 


eat a lot of food—and his hard work uses up 


part of the energy provided by the food, while 
the rest goes to heat his body. To keep warm 


outdoors in winter a man must ii eat a- 
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lot, but the trouble is that sometimes they 
wear too much—much oftener than they don’t 
wear enough. 

Clothes keep the body warm in two ways; 
one is by preventing cold wind from pene- 
trating to the skin; the other is by retaining 
the heat produced by the body itself. Clothes 
do not heat the body as a stove heats it or as 
the sun heats it; they simply prevent it from 
getting any colder than it is. 

The skin of the human body is one of the 
best materials for keeping it warm. It allows 
less- heat to escape than any other material 
except- wool, which is twice as good. But the 
substance which has the lowest thermal con- 
ductivity of all is inclosed air, which is six 
times as good as wool and twelve times as 
good as the human skin itself. So it is at 
once apparent that the proper kind of cloth- 
ing for winter is made of some loosely woven 
fabric which will retain air in its chinks. 

Wool really is warmer than cotton, linen or 
silk, however, because even when there {s no 
air confined in it the thermal conductivity 
of wool is six, while that of silk (without afr) 
is nineteen, and that of cotton and linen is 
thirty. 

Fur is warm because 98 per cent of its 
weight is air. Flannel, another warm fabric, 
is 90 per cent air—but Dr. Hill does not favor 
its use for winter underwear, especially red 
flannel, He says that a loose white cotton 
undeteasment is generally more satisfactory, 
as it is less irritating to the skin and allows 
free ventilation. 

There is another point though which must 
be considered in winter and that is wind. A 
loosely woven garment, with plenty of air 
inclosed, is the best heat retainer, but what 
is.wanted to keep the cold wind from the skin 
is a closely woven fabric.’ It Must be im- 
penetrable, regardless of its thermal conduc- 
tivity, so it doesn’t matter much whether it 
is woven from cotton or woo! or linen as long 
as it is a good, tight fabric. The overcoat 
manufacturers have managed to provide gar- 
ments which will be warm in winter by mak- 
ing their coats of loosely woven wool, and 
then lining them with a closer cotton fabric. 

But after .all, most people already know 
how to keep warm in winter. The trouble is, 
according to Dr. Hill, that they keep too 
warm. They bundle up so tightly when they 
see a snowflake that their bodies have no 
chance to maintain a normal temperature by 
throwing off extra heat—which is just as im- 
portant to health as keeping warm. 

Dr. Hill tells of a mother who was afraid 


‘her baby would take a chill if she didn’t wrap 


it up warmly every night. So the poor child 
was stifled with a wool bonnet, a wool vest 
and mittens, as well as a pile of blankets— 
and the mother couldn’t understand why he 
cried. He cried because there was absolutely 
no chance for him to eliminate the heat which 
his body was generating. He couldn’t even 
sweat decently through his hands! 

Clothing shouTd, above all, permit the body 
to adapt itself to changing conditions, Too 
heavy clothing is bad, but badly ventilated 
clothing is still worse, because it provokes 
heavy sweating at a temperature when the 
wearer would not ordinarily sweat, and forces

Ventilation is even more important in sum- 
mer than in winter, because {n the summer 
the body’s chief preoccupation is in keeping 
cool. Children, says Dr. Hill, should always 
wear clothes which are open at the neck, and 
so should men and women, too. Youngsters 
should also be allowed to play out of doors 
every day in bathing suits for a while, in order 
to expose as much of their bodies as possible 
to the sun and open air. 

Summer clothing, says Dr. Hill, should be 
light, loose and white. Tak® pieces of blact 
cloth, red cloth, light blue, white and yellow, 
and lay them on the surface of the snow so 
that the sun will shine on all five equally. 
Then notice which one sinks the farthest into 
the snow. In a very short time you will ob- 
serve that the black cloth has sunk, say 6 
inches, the yellow 4, the red 2, the blue 1—

while the white cloth is still lying right on 


top. The reason is that the white cloth re- 
flects the sun’s rays, while the black absorbs 


them, and with the absorbed heat melts 
way down into the snow. 

White cloth, 
light, of course; 
him that. But something that many people 
do forget is that summer clothing should be 
loose. Free ventilation next to the skin is 
essential if the body is to remain cool. In cold 
weather the skin is dry, and retains heat well 
in warm weather the skin is flushed by a 
greater supply of blood and lymph, and allows 
more body heat to escape. But the body will 
not function properly unless there is plenty 
of moving air at the surface of the skin to 
facilitate evaporation of sweat. 

Dr. Hill drops one little hint which may 
be of value to those of us whose life is made 
miserable in summer by the bites of Mmos- 
quitoes. He says that mosquitoes rarely bite 
through more than one layer of clothing. By 
wearing two pairs of thin socks during the 
mosquito season, he declares, bites on the 
ankle can be done away with entirely.

Fighting Household Pests 


Moths dislike sunshine, cool air and strong 


smells. And these facts afford a guide to 
their control. Garments and articles which 
contain wool must be thoroughly cleansed, 
aired and disinfected to the nth degree. That 
is why Mrs. Careful Housewife dips her furs 
into gasoline, lets them wave gayly on the line 
in the breeze, and invests in moth balls, tar 
preparations and a stock of garment bags. 
Nowadays we do not pile winter garments 
into a deep box to wrinkle and become odor- 
ous during the summer. Instead we purchase 
garment bags, pleasingly reminiscent of pine 
woods, each fitted with a garment hanger. 
In these every size of coat, suit or dress may 
be hung without any risk of wrinkling or 
creasing. ‘The best bags have airproof clos- 
ings. A clear label pasted on the outside 
should indicate the contents, for quick and 
easy finding. . 

The “carpet-beetle,” which is often found 
in the New England and middle Western 
States, is black with spotted scales and having 
a red stripe down its back. She lays an egg 
from which emerges, in the spring or later, an 
active brown larva which does a great deal of 
damage. It is about one-half inch long and 
is surrounded by brown bristly hairs all over 
the body. Generally these eggs are laid in a 
crevice of the floor and the larva comes forth 
to enjoy the bright colors and pleasing flavor 
of wool carpets and rugs.

And now comes the touch of handwork— 
the thing to turn an ordinary two-piece crepe 
de chine frock into something just a wee 
trifle different—the thing to give us an ex- 
cuse for exercising that gift for fine stitchery 
that the passing of embroidery has left dis- 
used for several years. 

The diagram shows the novice how to pro- 
ceed. Along the perforated line, pull thread 
till you get a space about 14-inch wide, Hold 
the material as shown in the first sketch, 
fasten your thread, begin at the left side and 
work toward the right, passing the needle 
back under your group of threads from right 
to left, pulling your thread tight. Then take 
a small hemming stitch to the right of the 
group, and repeat. Be sure to have the same 
number of stitches in each group, and hem- 
stitch both edges exactly alike. 

When it comes:to neck and sleeves, it will 
be necessary to draw threads from a straight 
strip of material, leaving a narrow edge on 


each side. Stitch this trimming to the edge 
of the neckline and the armholes, seaming 
them together. on the inside. Cut the seams 
very narrow, and whip the raw edges to- 
gether. This leaves the hemstiftching on the 
very edge of the dress, beyond which comes 
the shaped bands that are given in the pat- 
tern. The outer edge of the neckband is 
seamed together inside, the inner edge seam 
is turned inside and slipstitched to the hem- 
stitching. The arm band is similarly treated.

Those African Pygmies

N ancient story, born in the peeping 
A dawn of Greek and of Occidental] liter- 


news.” ‘It is the narrative of real pygmies 
discovered in “darkest”? Africa—a tale now 
nearly 30 centuries old, the charm of which 
is enhanced by a review of the agitated dis- 
cussions of the post-Homeric age as to wheth- 
er the greatest of epic poets wrote to in- 
struct or amuse; and if his aim was to en- 
lighten whether his geographic assertions 
were founded on fact or fiction. 

From an anthropologist’s viewpoint, : the 
encounters with these diminutive people by 
the two recent African explorers, Capt. G. 
Delingette, of the French.army, and Mr. W. 
J. W. Roome, of the English and Foreign 
Bible society, are of only passing- interest 
when compar2d with the special historical, 
geographical and literary attraction which 
they hold for the classical student and scholar. 

In a forest encampment, to reach which he 
had to crawl underground, Mr. Roome, who 
has traversed Africa from east to west five 
different times, came face to face with a 
colony of frightened dwarfs. Few of the men 
were more than 4 feet in height, he states, 
and there were little mothers of 3 feet 9% 
inches nursing tiny babes. 

Capt. Delingette, who made the voyage 
from Cairo to the cape by automobile, saw 
pygmies of the same size. Both explorers ob- 
serve that the real pygmies must not be con- 
founded with the pygmy mongrels, 1 foot 
taller, which one meets on the Unganda coast.

Mido the coldest mind experiences a glow 
when considering the ‘‘rediscovery”’ of 
these Lilliputians in connection with the mod- 
ern conception of Homeric geography and the 
sublime writings of post-Homeric philosophers 
and grammarians which attacked and de- 
fended the geographical references of the 
father of epic poetry. 

Where lived the pygmies who were known 
to Homer, Hesiode, Aristotle and others of 
the ancient Greeks? Or were they myths? 
‘If not, in what latitude and where were the 
Kthiopians and the dwarf race of Homeric 
poetry? 

These and similar questions occupy, the 
speculatively inclined who find aflirmative 
material; primarily, in the immortal defense 
of Homer by Strabo, one of the greatest of 
ancient geographers; and, secondly, in the 
finding of these most diminutive of men prob- 
ably just south of where the peer of Greek 
verse placed them eight or nine centuries 
before the Christian era. 

Some leading modern authorities consign 
the Homeric pygmies to the realm of myihol- 
ogy, and limit the geography of the Homeric 
Greeks to the Aegian zone. Edward Gibbons, 
the learned English historian of the 
eenth century, partakes of this a and 
places the pygmies of the ancient ks 
among the other creatures of poetic fancy. 
Dr. R. C. Jebb, former professor of Greek 
in thé University of Glasgow, and one of the 
- foremost Greek scholars of our day, doeg not 
seem to consider the little men of Homey as 
myths, although he does not express on “ 
ion as to how far the Homeric Greeks } 
penetrated into Africa, 

In his “Introduction to the Iliad 
Odyssey,’”’ a standard work and textbo 
he writes: “The ‘outer’ geography of th 
 Iiad asks but few words. To the north thege 
is a dim rumor Of nomads, who roam 
_ plains beyond the Thracian hills, living on 
milk of their mares; yet the name Scythi 
is not found, To the south. there is a rumo! 
of ‘swart faces’ (Aethipopes), ‘remotest o 
men:’ and pygmies who dwell hard by th 
banks of the river Ocean, Weypt is noticee 
on 4 in passing mention of the Kgyptia 


‘Thebes. The name ‘Phoenician’ occurs only

the ‘“‘outer’’ geography of the Odyssey he 
explains that the voyages to Egypt seem 
to have become frequent because the Phoe- 
nician traders have become more familiar 


visitors. “The ‘swart faces’ of the Iliad,’”’ he 
states, “are thus far more defined, that the 
Odyssey knows two divisions of them—east- 
ern and western Aethiopians.”’ 

But Strabo, B. C. 62, does not mince words; 
he is categorical in declaring Homer to be the 
authoritative father of geography as well as 
poetry, and a geographer who knew Africa 
south of Egypt. 

“If there 1s a science worthy of the philos- 
opher it is assuredly that of geography,” he 
writes in beginning his attack on the critics 
of the poet, “and those who dared to first ap- 
ply themselves to the science such as Homer, 
Anaximander, the Milesian, and his com- 
patriot, Hecatee; Democritus, Eudoxe, Di- 
caearque, Ephore, and so many others; and 
their successors, Erastothenes, Polybus and 
Posidonius, were all veritable philosophers.”’ 

“Let us tirst show with reasdn,” he con- 
tinues, ‘following the example of our prede- 
cessors, particularly Hipparque, that Homer 
was the father of geographic knowledge. 

‘“HWomer surpassed the ancients as well as 
the modern—not only in poetic merit, but in 
experience in all things of life.”’ 

He declares that it was the ambition of the 
poet to transmit to posterity the resuits of his 
study and experience and that with this ob- 
ject in view he expressly named Lybia, 
Aethiopia, the country of the Sidoniens; and 
that of the Erambes. 

The great astronomer, Erastothenes, B, C. 
276-195, had-written ‘“‘that Homer had chosen 
the remote places for his fictions in order to 
be able to fabricate his myths more easily.” 

Erastothenes had also attacked Homer's 
lines regarding Aethiopia, in which country 
the poet placed the pygmies: (Odssey, Book 
IV, verse 83, Pope’s translation): 

“For eight slow-circling years, by tempests 
toss’d 

rom Cyprus to the far Phoenician coast 

(Sidom the capital), I stretch’d my toil 

be ore mca fatten’d with the’ flows of 


Next, Aethiopia’s utmost bound explore, 

And the parch’d borders of the Arabian shore: 

Then warp my voyage on the southern gales, 

O’er the warm Lybian wave to spreau my 
sails: &c.” 

The astronomer-critic observed that it 
seemed astonishing that Homer mentioned 
Aethiopia, the Sidoniens, the Erembes, and 
the ‘exterior’ sea, and remained silent as to 
the neighboring localities. Erastothenes inti- 
mates that this silence convicts Homer of 
ignorance of the country and the peoples. 

Strabo takes the critic to task and argues 
that the “remote places’? mentioned by Eras- 
tothenes furnished less myths than the poet’s 
own country, Greece, and contiguous terri- 
tory. The silence of Homer with regard to 
the localities in proximity to the Aethiopians 
the geographer states, may be ascribed to the 
attitude “that there was no need of recalling 
facts which were known to every one.” |

Tee stanch champion of the poet then an- 
swers Aristarque and Crates, the post- 
Homeric grammarians who denied that Homer 
knew of the isthmus of Suez, which separated 
Egypt from the’ Arabian gulf. The gram- 
marians declared that Homer gave voice to a 
falsehood, when in writing of the Aethiopians, 
he ‘said (Odssey, Book I, verse 23, Pope’s 
translation); 

“But now the god, remote, a heavenly guest 
In Aethiopia graced the genia] feast 

(A race divided, whom with sloping’ rays 
The rising and descending sun survey): 
Theres on the oe ae extremest verge revered 
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criticize are in error, Homer not only knew 
the isthmus but specifically designated it. 
These are the grammarians, beginning with 
their corpyhees of the science, Aristarque and 
Crates, who did not understand the language 
of the poet in this verse.” 

Strabo then brings to the support of the 
defense an ancient tradition recounted by 
Exphore; the verses of Aeschylus in ‘‘Pro- 
mothee Delivered,’”’ and those of Euripides in 
“Phaeton.” He insists that the Aethiopia ot 
Homer was to the south of Egypt. 

Some ‘of the ancient writers, according to 
Strabo, placed the Aethiopia of Homer in the 
Phoenicia of Strabo’s epoque and declared 
that Joppe now Jaffe was the theater of 
Andromeda’s adventures. 

The geographer observes that these writers 
may not be ignorant of the places, but that 
they took poetic license, similar to that for 
which Appollodore reproached Hesiode and 
other poets, and with whose fictions ‘‘he com-

pares without knowing why the verses of 
Homer.”’ 

Appollodore recalled what Homer had writ- 
ten of the Put Euxine and Egypt and ac- 
cused the poet, not only of ignorance, but of 
pretending to report the truth when he only 
reported the false. 

“But who would ever accuse of ignorance,’’ 
demands Strabo, ‘‘either Hesiode for his 
Hemicynes (half men half dogs), his macro- 
cephales (men with long heads), his pygmies; 
or Homer, himself for his myths of the same 
sort, among others the pygmies, or Alcman, 
for his Steganopodes (men who shade them- 
selves with their feet), or Aeschylus for his 
Cynocephales (dog-headed men), his Ster- 
nophtalmes (men with their eyes in their 
chests), or his Monommates (one-eyed man), 
when even the prose written, whose works 
are constructed in historical form and who 
do nbdbt announce themselves as writers of 
myths give yoice to similar fictions!’’ 


Under the critical glare of a nineteenth 
century scholar, . Gosselin, who was in- 
structed by Napol Bonaparte, to translate 
the geography of Strabo into French, the ap- 
parently sound reasoning of the Greek, fa- 
voring Homer’s knowledge of Africa south 
of Egypt, crumbles. 

Regarding Strabo’s defense of the Homeric 
references of the Aethiopians, the Sidonians 
and the Erembes, the learned Frenchman 
writes: ‘‘The proper location of the countries 
of these three peoples greatly exercised the 
ancient critics. Those who argued that Homer 
knew the inhabited world, insisted that the 
Ethiepians to whom he referred were South 
African peoples, visited by Ulysses, who either 
passed over the isthmus of Suez, which in the 
Homeric age is supposed to have been sub- 


‘merged; or to have voyaged by what is now 


known as the straits of Gibraltar, and sup- 
posedly to have sailed around the continent 
of Africa. 


THE PALMY DAYS OF THE THEATER

with that of theatergoers, despite the radio, 
the motion picture, and the automobile, It 
should, therefore, be obvious that these in- 


ventions are complementary to-the spoken 
drama, and, if anything, stimulating. No 

other diversion will ever be able to substitute 
the fascinating atmosphere of the footlights 
and the personality of the actors, The hu- 
man voice and presence will always have 4 
vital appeal. Public appreciation of quality. 
beauty and authentic art in the theater merely 
waits for a chance to spring into effusive ad- 
miration. 

The old-school critics frequently allude to 
the period of the ’60s and ’70s as the palmy 
days of the theater. It was the age of the 
classic drama, of the elocutionist and the 
orator, of stilted pose and a loud voice on the 
stage. Playwrights were prodigal of lan- 
guages and situation, and soliloquies and 
asides were prevalent in the best plays.. Such 
artificial and empty pieces as the Mavorite 
drama, ‘“‘Virginius,” and Bulwer Lytton’s play, 
“The Lady of Lyons,"’ were considered ad- 
mirable examples of playwriting, inasmuch 
as they afforded the actor sounding phrases to 
declaim. Attention was then tentered on the 
player and the drama was of less importance. 
Plays were often considered merely a form 
dressed in a number of selected emotions and 
passions which exhibited the vocal and phy- 
sical attractions of an artist. A mobility of 
feature and pliability of voice which would 
permit of an actor running the gamut of the 


emotions were the premier requisites of a 


player in the drama of that day. 


The theater was scarcely known outside 


of the large cities of the country, where a 
few good permanently located or ‘‘stock”’ 
companies were in active employment. The 
’60s and ’70s8 were the heyday of the stock 
company. In the course of an evening one 
might witness a comedy, a musical extrava- 


ganza, and a tragedy, all performed the . 
. same players with frequent changes of bill. 


The comparatively few star actors such as 


Wallack, Booth, Barrett, McCullough, and . 


Forrest. traveled alone and performed with 
these resident companies. They sent copies of 
the plays in their repertoire on ahead, mark- 


-ed with directions to enable the stage man- 


ager to assign roles and conduct rehearsals. 
The modest costumes and settings were stock 
properties of the resident troupes and saw 
many uses. Painted cloth doors pped on 
one’s entry to noblemen’s mansions and pic- 
tures of objects were painted on the wall ofa 
setting, insiead of the objects themselves 
really hanging there. 
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also acquired the fault of stock players of 
giving much the same shading to all of their 
work, the reality of characters portrayed hav- 
ing escaped them and become merely a set 
of speeches and gestures. The stock com- 
pany was a great institution and developed 
many interesting personalities, but it also ex- 
tinguished the spark of genius in many who 
might have become artists of the first order. 
That eminent player, Mr. Forbes-Robertson, 
Says: 

“T recall the stock company time. It was 
a rough and tumble school with little culti- 
vation and little education. What sort of 
an education was it for me, for instance, to 
play five or six parts in a week. It was a mere 
floundering about committing to memory a 
quantity of words as best I could and doing 
the parts in a haphazard fashion; it was a 
very doubtful advantage.’’

oan to the growth in population of our 

country, the improvement of transporta- 
tion favilities, and the consequent broadening 
of the amusement field by the multiplication 
of theaters, the old school system was grad- 


ually outgrown and disappeared in the ’80s 
and was replaced by touring companies pre- 
senting separately either a dramatic or mu- 
sical offering, with their own settings and 
skilled artists in all the principal parts. New 
faces and better productions became the prac- 
tice, 

Managers soyght players for their play in- 
stead of plays for their company, and the pub- 
lic quickly responded to the change with in- 
creased patronage. 

Life itself changed and the ’90s saw the 
rise of modern American business. The de- 
partment store overwhelmed the small shop, 
the skyscraper made economical use of city 
areas, the modern hote)] introduced an im- 
provement over the methods of the tavern inn, 
and the scientific man also invaded the the- 
ater. He presented a number of plays and 
players simultaneously and spent large sums 
in order to present his wares more attrac- 
tively than did~his competitors. He knew 
perfectly well that he hada discriminating 
public to deal with and that the establish- 
ment of a trade-mark for himself, as, for in- 
stance, “Charles Frohman presents,” was of 
supreme importance. 

A practical monopoly of the legitimate the- 
ater by commercial men at the beginning of 
the new century resulted in better and mare 
substantia] conditions for all concerncd-—the 
public got better productions, the actor was 
sure of his salary, and the playwright of his

capital and were reasonably sure of meeting 
all obligations. Many costly and beautiful 
new playhouses were erected everywhere in 
America by the rival interests, after designs 
by men who had made a science of theater 
building, and embodying many novel improve- 
ments both fore and aft the footlights. All 
sorts of mechanical devices were introduced 
and developed. Electricity displaced calcium 
light on the stage. There also arose a vig- 
orous native school of dramatists, composers, 
costume designers, and scenic artists. The 
theater became a great business enterprise. 
The school of acting began to prove its value, 
too. Through the medium of the dramatic 
school, people of good breeding, cultured 
minds, and artistic taste were making their 
way on to the stage in great numbers. 

The close of the first decade of the new 
century saw a@ marvelous development in the 
conditions of the theater of ten years before. 
The realistic school of acting came into full 
control of the drama and colloquial speecn 
and easy deportment on the stage was a re- 
quirement. We became familiar with the 
works of the great European dramatists: 
Ibsen, Suderman, Pinero, Jones, Brieux, 
Barrie, Synge, Strindberg, Hauptmann, and 
Galesworthy. ‘Their influence was profound- 
ly felt and American plays began to go far 
beyond the point of mere story telling and 
pointed a moral or painted a picture in human 
psychology. Naturalness became the univer- 
sal demand of the period. The affectations 
and artificialities of our earlier stage disap- 
peared completely, and the actor was no 
longer fed with opportunities to ‘‘act” but put 
in a setting where exaggerated action was 
neither nocessary nor natural. We developed 
admirable playwrights in Eugene Walter, 
Eugene O'Neill, Edward Sheldon, Zoe Akins, 
Booth Tarkington, John 


Friends, here and now are the palmy days 


of the theater, and playgoers of today would 


find little datorest in, and have less patience 
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peals direc y to the mind and heart, stimu- 
jating the intellect, as well as arousing ‘he 
emotions and kindling the iraagination. It 
can not, therefore, have failed. It must have 
progressed, Everything progresses, Chief 
Justice William Howard Taft doubtless had 


’ this thought when he éald: 
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ésTTNHIS is the opinion advanced, in particu- 
lar, by those who placed the Sidonians of 
Homer in the islands of Tyr and Aradus, 
known today as Armus and Arec, at the 
mouth of the Persian gulf, and the Erembes 
in the country of the cave-dwelling Arabs. of 
the Arabian gulf. 
“Strabo embraces a part of these theories, 


which is combated, however, by the more 
conservative writers, who recognize that these 
peoples visited by Ulysses could not have 
existed elsewhere than on the Mediterranean 
coast. 

“In reality, to find the Aethiopians it is 
sufficient to recall that the Kingdom of 
Cephee, sovereign of the Aethiopians, was sit- 
uated in the environs of Joppe, today Jaffe, 
since, according to Mela, Strabo and Pliny, 
it was near this city that one was shown the 
rock on which Andromede was exposed when 
Persee came to deliver her.’’ 

Mounted on rams and goats and armed with 
arrows, the cavalry of the pygmies, according 
to ancient Greek and Latin literature, con- 
ducted annual spring warfare against the 
cranes, their mortal enemies. 

Pliny, the naturalist, B. C. 23, gives a naive 
and interesting picture of the pygmies as 
they were known or imagined by the people 
of the Roman empire of his time. In Book 
No. 7 of his Historiarum Munde, he observed: 

‘*‘Megasthenes places among the nomads of 
India a species of men which he calls Scyrites. 
These men, instead of noses had two holes 
in the face through which they breathed; 
they had feet flexible like the body of a ser- 
pent. 

“According to this writer, there lives in the 
northern extremities of India, near the source 
of the Gange, the nation of Astomes, mouth- 
less men covered with hair; these natives 
neither eat nor drink but live by respiration 
of odors. When they go on long voyages, 
they carry with them roots, flowers and wild 
apples to sustain life. An odor flightly 
strong easily cause their death. 

‘‘Above the area inhabited by these peoples, 
at the extremity of the mountains, was found 
the Triopithames and the Pygmies, the height 
of which did not exceed three spithame, 1. é., 
27 inches. They lived in a salubrious climate, 
in perpetual spring, protected from the winds 
by the mountains. 

“Homer teaches us that they were very 
much tormented by cranes. It is said that 
each spring they descend from the mountains 
on their cavalry consisting of rams and goats 
and armed with arrows, make their way to 
the sea to destroy the eggs and the young of 
these fowl. This annual expedition endures 
three months, and without such a campaign 
they would soon be ungpble to resist their 
feathered enemies who would become too nu- 
merous. 

“The houses of the pygmies are made of 
mud, feathers and egg shells. Aristotle ore 
tends that the pygmies lived in caverns; 3 
cerning the rest he is in accord with a

And this home training Gen. Taylor displayed 
when in northern Mexico, away from his do- 
mestic care; for while he was indifferent to a 
degree about luxuries, yet what he did eat, he 
persisted in having carefully selected and 
prepared with due regard to healthfulness; 
and his tent was ever a model of neatness and 
rude comfort. | 


Taylor’s Election to Presidency. 


When the news came that Gen. Taylor had 
been elected President it was a blow to Mrs. 
Taylor, proud as she was of the distinction 
that had been bestowed upon her husband. 

Her dreams had heen that some time or

his public duties, and that together in the re- 
tirement of their own estate, unnoticed and 
unknown except to their friends, they might 


together peacefully end their days; and that 
the realization of her modest ambition walls 
due to her, for the separations and wander- 
ings that had characterized all her early mar- 
ried life. 

To her intimate friends who spoke of his 
being President, she sadly replied that it was 
a plot to deprive her of his society, and 
shorten his life by unnecessary care and re- 
sponsibility. 

The duties of first lady of the land were so 
irksome in prospect to her that she devised 
the pleasant method of substituting her 
daughter, Mrs. Betty Bliss, to serve for her -at 
official receptions. At these receptions, ‘‘Miss 
Betty” greeted many guests, and few 
noticed the unassuming little woman who was 
the real first lady of the land. 

After the family moved into the White 
House, Mrs. Taylor was never visited in the 
reception room; she received her visitors in 
her private apartment and escaped all obser- 
vation from choice.

His foresight was justified by events, for on 
July 9, at 10:35 p. m., the President said to 
his weeping wife and friends, “I am about to 
die,’’ speaking firmly. ‘I expect the summons 
soon. I have endeavored to discharge all my 
official duties faithfully. I regret nothing, 
but that I am about to leave my friends.’

She only survived 
him by two years, and it is said she never 
smiled again after his death.
